SAN PEDRO SULA. Honduras. Sept 18 
( AP) — About 25 heavily armed leftist guer- 
rillas holding at least 60 hostages, including 
two cabinet ministers, said they would begin 
killing them Saturday night if the government 
does not release 80 political prisoners and 
meet six other demands. 

The rebel band's leader said 1-3 foreigners 
were among the hostages, but he did not iden- 
tify them. Police said about 200 hostages 
were seized and a guard was shot dead by a 
rebel gang that burst into the Chamber of 
Commerce headquarters Friday night in this 
industrial city of 250.000, the second largest 
city in this Central American nation. The hos- 
tages also included the Central Bank presi- 
dent. police said. 

But the group' s leader, who identified him- 
self as “Comandante UNO.” said by tele- 
phone later that the rebels held only 60 to 80 
hostages, including two Americans, a Swiss, a 
Cuban, four Mexicans, two Chileans and 
three Guatemalans. 

The rebel leader said the government must 
release SO political prisoners, including a Sal- 
vadoran guerrilla leader captured in Hon- 
duras last month, by 6:30 p.m. Saturday. He 
said the guerrillas were also demanding the 
repeal of a harsh anti-terrorism law approved 
by the Honduran Congress three months ago. 
He did not explain the five other demands. 

The hostages include Economy Minister 
Gustavo Adolfo Alfaro. Treasury Minister 
Arturo Corleto Moreira and Central Bank 
President Gonzalo Can as Pineda, police said. 
With weapons blazing, the masked guerrillas 
kicked in the front door of the chamber’s 
one-story building and ordered their captives 
to lie on the floor, police spokesman Carlos 
Quezada Aguilar said. A guard who tried to 
stop the rebels was shot dead • 


Iraq ready for 
peace or war 


NICOSIA. Sept. 18 (AP) — Taha Yassin 
Ramadan. Iraq’s first vice-premier and 
member of the Revolutionary Command 
Council, said Saturday his country was ready 
both for reaching a settlement, or continuing 
the war with Iran. 

The Gulf News Agency said Ramadan 
made the remarks in an interview with the 
Paris-based Arabic language weekly 
magazine-*/ -WattanAl -An M. "Iraq is ready 
to cany on the fighting as long as possible, 
and is ready at the same time for any peaceful 
settlement at the earliest time possible." the 
pro-Iraq magazine quoted him as saying. 

“Our military units psycholigically and as 
far as mobilization is concerned are in the 
best state possible,” he said, "warning that 
any new Iranian offensive would meet a fate 
of complete burn up.” according to excerpts 
of the interview carried by GNA.

Hundreds of refugees massacred 


BONN. Sept. 18 (Agencies) — West Ger- 
many's conservative opposition and the Free 
Democrats (FDP) who deserted Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt Friday expect to forge an 
alliance soon to remove him from power, 
leaders of both parties said Saturday. 

But FDP leader Hans- Dietrich Genscher, 
whose walkout ended 13 years of left-liberal 
rule in Bono, faces deep divisions that could 
- further weaken his small Liberal Party. 

Christian Democratic (CDU) spokesman 
Eduard Ackermann said opposition leader 
Helmut Kohl would begin contacts Monday 
with -Genscher, until Friday vice-chancellor 
and foreign minister, to form a center- right 
government. Under the constitution, an 
absolute majority of the Bundestag (lower 
house) would have to vote no confidence in 
Schmidt, now heading a minority Social 
Democratic (SPD) government, and at the 
same time elect an alternative chancellor. 

The FDP national executive voted Friday 
night by only 18 to 15 to give Genscher a 
mandate to seek a center- right coalition. One 
member abstained and three were absent. 

The SPD began a nationwide leaflet cam- 
paign Saturday to back Schmidt's demand for 
tui immediate general election. FDP General 
Secretary Guenter Verheugen, who opposed 
Genscher s maneuvers to eud the Left- 
Liberal Bonn coalition, announced he would 
resign in the near future. 

He told West German radio the planned 
alliance with the CDU would severely test the 
Liberals!’ cohesion. But FDP parliamentary 
leader Wolfgang Mischnick told the radio 
. that a consensus with the CDU on economic 
policy would enable the rapid formation of a 
new coalition. 

Genscher, speaking at a rally in Bavaria, 
said the FDP was ready to help form a new 
majority now and hold elections in the first 
quarter of next year. Political sources said the 
FDPleader needed as long as possible to deal 
the splits in his party ? n d regain some of its 
lost credibility with the voters. 

Helmut Kohl who could succeed Schmidt 
J as chancellor, has waited almost a decade for 
the power that could now be his within a few 
days. Kohl, whose surname in German means 
"cabbage,” took over as leader of the Christ- 
ian Democrat Party in 1973. Political com- 
mentators have ever since dismissed him as a 
provincial buffoon, a man overshadowed by 
the internationally known Schmidt and bis 
predecessor as chancellor, Willy Brandt. 

But Kohl has clung tenaciously to party 
power and like Ronald Reagan in the United 
States, has risen from being a former state 
governor with limited political experience to 
a potential leader of one of the Western 
world's most powerful countries. 

Now that the Free Democrats have quit 
Schmidt's coalition, Kohl could take power 
by allying with them in the Bonn parliament 
for a majority to vote no-confidence in the 
chancellor.

A spokesman said the Israelis, backed by 
Christian Phalangisi Militia as well as troops 
commanded by dissident Christian Maj. Saad 
Haddad, moved into the camps after mid- 
night and executed 1 .400 refugees, after lin- 
ing them up along a wall. The massacre, he 
said, is continuing. 

in Tel Aviv, the Israeli army spokesman 
said Saturday that he had "no information” 
yet on the participation of Maj. Haddad's 
militia in mass arrests carried out in the Sabra 
and Shatila camps. 

Bodies of women, children and babies 
could be seen lying among the ruins of the 
Chari la Camp in the southern suburbs, which 
have just been taken over by Israeli forces. 

Bodies of men were lying in groups at the 
foot of a wall, where they had apparently 
been shot down. The dead included entire 


families, with women and children lying side 

by side.

Bulldozers were working Saturday inside 
the camp in 3n attempt to cover up the 
bodies.

Reporters had tried to enter 
the camps Friday and were turned away by 
militiamen, some wearing uniforms with 
insignia saying "Lebanese Forces," a name 
used by the militia of the Christian Phalangist 
Party. 

Reporters who had tried to enter the Sabra 
Camp Friday reported hearing shooting 
inside, but they were ordered by militiamen 
to leave the area. 

They were also told by some camp resi- 
dents that at one point an Israeli vehicle with 
a loudspeaker told residents to go to the 
nearby sports stadium, where they were ques- 
tioned by Israeli forces. They were then told 
by militiamen to return to their homes and 
guaranteed they would be safe, the residents 
said.

Israel to defy U.N. resolution again 


UNITED NATIONS. Sept. 1 8 (Agencies) 
— Israel will defy a Security Council" resolu- 
tion that demands pullback of its forces from 
West Beirut and condemns the drive into the 
city's Muslim sector. Israel's ambassador 
indicated. 

The United States, dramatizing its disap- 
prove! of Israel's latest military thrust, joined 
the rest of the 15-member council Friday 
night in the unanimous vote against the Zion- 
ist state. It was the first U.S. vote to condemn 
an Israeli action since the bombing of an Iraqi 
nuclear reactor in June 1 98 1 . 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Blum indi- 
cated Israel would not comply » ith the resol- 
ution. saying the measure did’ not address the 
"root causes” of the Lebanese crisis, which 
he said could only be resolved when "all fore- 
ign forces withdraw from Lebanese soil." 

U.S. Ambassador Charles M. Licbenstein 
told reporters the vote signified a dramatic 
shift in America’s Middle East policy. At 
Soviet, insistence. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar was asked to report back to 
the council on developments in Lebanon 
"not later than 24 hours." 

Soviet Ambassador Richard S. Ovinnikow 
questioned whether the United States sin- 
cerely supported the resolution or wanted "to 


use its \nte as a fig leaf.” He said the answer 
would come 24 hours later * if Israel does not 
withdraw its forces from West Beirut."

14 detained in French swoop on extremists 


PARIS. Sept. 18 (R) — French police 
detained 1 4 persons and seized a large cache 
of weapons in an overnight swoop on sus- 
pected sympathizers of a banned extremist 
group which has frequently claimed respon- 
sibility for bomb attacks in Paris, judicial 
sources said Saturday. 

But the sources said the 1 4. all still under 
questioning, were not immediately suspected 
of having any link with an explosion Friday in 
which an Israeli Embassy official and two of 
his relatives were seriously injured. The 
roundup followed the arrest Friday morning 
of two men who police believe to be impor- 
tant figures in the banned group. Action 
Directe, and the discovery of arms and explo- 
sives in a small Paris garage they used. 

Meanwhile, police mounted a massive sec- 
urity operation to protect Paris synagogues. 
At a synagogue on Rue Copemic where four 
persons were killed in a bomb blast in 
October, 1980. policemen carrying 
submachine-guns stood at either side of the 
entrance and dozens of others patrolled the 
narrow street 

Many more armed riot police were in buses 
parked in the area, close to the Champs 
Elysees, and the road was blocked off by 


metal barriers. Two ambulances stood by and 
Jewish community officials checked people 
as they entered the synagogue. 

A spokesman for the Israeli Embassy said 
the condition of 61 -year-old Amos Man-El. 
who works in its milirary purchasing mission, 
his cousin Zolcan Mandel and Mandel's wife, 
both from Venezuela, remained serious. All 
three had left the mission and were in Man- 
El’s car when explosive, which police said 
Saturday had been placed under the front of 
the vehicle, was detonated as it moved out of 
a parking place. 

In an anonymous call to an international 
news agency, responsibility for the blast was 
claimed by the “Lebanese Revolutionary 
Armed Faction" — a mysterious group which 
has also said it was behind earlier attacks on 
feraeli and American targets in Paris. 

Two French teenagers who were nearby 
when the explosion occurred were also still in 
hospital Saturday, police said. Over 40 chil- 
dren and staff in a school on the same street 
suffered shock and slight injuries from flying 
glass.

Tripura insurgents on warpath 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 18 (AFP) — Tribal 
insurgents in India's Communist-ruled Trip- 
ura state in the strategic northeast said Satur- 
day they have formed a parallel government 
- and are gearing for showdown with the state 
administration and the federal army. 

A statement mailed to journalists by the 
"government of the People’s Republic of 
Tripura" also claimed the support of extrem- 
ist organizations in the six-other northeastern 
states troubled by autonomy demands and 
insurgency. "We have decided to fight to the 
end for an independent Tripura.” it declared. 

The federal interior ministry, which Friday 
declared part of the state a disturbed area and 
endowed the army with sweeping powers to 
maintain law and order there, refused to 
comment on the statement. It followed 
reports of violence in the state, culminating in 
last month's looting of a police armory and 
attacks on government officials. 

Tripura’s 600.000 tribals have been 
demanding more autonomy and less domina- 
tion by the 1.2 million non-tribals, mostly 
Hindu migrants from Bangladesh, the former 
East Pakistan. 

Reports reaching here from Agartala. the 
state capital, said army units had moved into 
areas declared disturbed by the Federal 
Interior Ministry Friday. The army now has 
the power to conduct house-to-house 


searches, arrest people without issuing a war- 
rant or giving any reason, detain suspects 
without trial for six months, and demolish any 
house or structure considered dangerous and 
a security hazard. 

The Marxist government in the state, 
headed by chief of administration Nripen 
Chakraborty, had taken several steps to 
defuse the tribal anger. But it apparently 
failed to pacify the militant tribals who fear 
that one day they will be reduced to an insig- 
nificant minority and dominated by the non- 
tribals. 

The economy of the state is monopolized 
by the migrants who get unlimited support 
from the government as they have been the 
vote bank for the Marxists, analysts said. The 
state was the scene of widespread tribal viol- 
ence in 1 980 when tens of thousands of tri- 
bals armed with traditional weapons 
descended on non- tribal villages in an orgy of 
violence and looting.. In one village. Mandai. 
over 300 non-tribals were killed and buried 
in June 1 980. 

Tripura is one of the two Indian states 
where Marxists are in power. The other is the 
state of West Bengal. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has been 
frequently warned that unless she took 
immediate steps, the situation in the volatile 
northeast would get out of hand.

Lone gunman injures 
4 Jews in Brussels 


BRUSSELS. SepL 18 (AFP) — Four per- 
sons were wounded, two of them seriously, 
when a lone attacker machine-gunned Jews 
as they filed into the city's biggest synagogue 
Saturday, police on the scene reported. 

The lone gunman sprayed the crowd 
gathered at the entrance to the synagogue, 
located in the busy central Rue De La 
Regence. and then escaped on foot through a 
labyrinth of tiny streets around the building. 
A policeman on guard outride the synagogue 
fired back, but missed the man. 

An eye-witness described the gunman as 
short and well-dressed, with brown curly 
hair. He was carrying an attache-case, the 
witness said. Foreign Minister Leo Tinde- 
mans, who rushed to the scene of the shoot- 
ing. immediately denounced the attack and 
said: "We will do all we can to put a stop to 
terrorist actions of this kind", he said. 

Tindemans added that it was "high time" 
for the European nations to meet in order" to 
take the necessary measures to counter ter- 
rorism". Jewish community leaded here 
meanwhile expressed total confidence in the 
Belgian authorities.

Reagan has

WASHINGTON. Sept. 18 (AP) — U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan, hopeful a " solid 
peace” is possible in the Middle East says he 
thinks the Lebanese Army will eventually 
take over posts held by Israel in Lebanon. 

Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Larry Speakes said the president will be keep- 
ing "in close touch" with developments in the 
Middle East during the weekend. Speaking at 
a political rally Friday. Reagan said: "We all 
think we’re on the way, we hope, to a solid 
peace in the Middle East.” 

He also said. "I think the Lebanese Army, 
under the government, will move in and take 
over those positions held by the Israelis." 

While U.S. State Department and White 
House officials called on Thursday for Israel 
to immediately pull out of West Beirut from 
positions taken over Wednesday. Reagan 
himself had made no public comment on the 
subject. The Israelis rejected the U.S. request 
and claimed their action was intended to 
forestall a breakdown of order following the 
assassination Tuesday of Lebanese 
President-elect Bashir Gemayel. 

“We want Lebanon, after all these years of 
disruption ... We want to see all foreign forces 
removed and see Lebanon go forward once 
again, be in control of its own destiny, and T m 
sure that’s what Israel wants." the president 
said. " It is true that what led to the move back 
in (the Israeli drive) was the attack after the 
assassination of the elected president." 
Reagan said. He explained that an attack was 
made on Israeli forces by "some of the 
Nationalist militia who are still there in West

Car washing becomes a profitable business

DAMMAM, Sept. 18 (SPA) — Oct. 15 has 
been set as the final deadline for registration 
at the Dammam Scientific Institute, a sub- 
sidiary of Imam Muhammad ibn Saud Islamic 
University. 

Tbe institute offers intermediate and sec- 
ondary stage education. Applicants for tbe 
intermediate level must be holdeis of a 
primary school certificate and be aged bet- 
ween 12 and 14.

RIYADH, Sept. 18 — With an estimated 
vehicle population of roughly half a million 
cars here the car-washing business is mus- 
hrooming everywhere in this booming met- 
ropolis. 

There are three types of car-washing here. 
The automatic one in which the car is placed 
between two poles to which are attached 
fluffy strands of cloth-like material which 
automatically removes dirt from the exterior 
of the car. 

In the ‘Piston* car wash the car is raised 
above the ground by a huge piston which lifts 
the car from underneath and then the cleaner 
directs his waterhose to places to be cleaned. 
When din and grime has been removed, the 
cleaner does the mopping up with a rag, with 
his hands. 

The third type of car-washing is the all- 
manual one, in which the car-washer does 
everything himself — in some cases there are 
two to a car. Here we will be mainly concer- 
ned with this type of car-washing, winch has 
become ubiquitous in Riyadh. 

All that the operators of these establish- 
ments need to do is obtain a piece of land on 
which to erect their garage-like canopy, cover 


the washing-bay with cement, provide 
drainage for the water and its all systems go. 
But no, if s not as simple as that. 

First of all the operators find that the land 
is very expensive to lease. Some landlords 
demand as much as SRI 00,000 per annum. 
Tbe drainage and the shed, mostly done by 
fixing corrugated plastic sheets of various 
colors to poles, can costs another SR40- 
50,000. The other operating requirement is 
water. It is brought to them in water-tankers 
for SRI 80 and lasts from three to four days. 

Tbe operators of these establishments, 
mostly Yemenis, usually don’t tell the cos- 
tome r in advance what it will cost to wash his 
car, but when he gives less than what be (the 
operator) had in mind thaf s when the grumb- 
ling starts. 

Tbe rate fixed by tbe local authorities is 
SR10 for small cars and SRI 5 for bigger 
ones, but tbe operators prefer to keep quiet 
about these rates in the hope that the cus- 
tomer will feel obliged to pay more. Some 
customers uy to outsmart tbe operators by 
agreeing to pay much less than even the fixed 
rate, say SR5 only. 

An average of 25 cars are washed by an 
operator in a normal day, and business picks 
up in the afternoon and early evening. Prefer- 


rential treatment is given to regular cus- 
tomers, even in the extent of cleaning. But, 
according to one operator, some customers 
are very fussy and too demanding. 

Most of the customers feel that tbe 
operators should be obliged by the local 
authorities who license them to clearly and 
conspicuously display tbe fixed rates. A 
spokesman for the Riyadh Municipality’s 
General Services Department disclosed that 
58 license s have been issued for one vear, 
covering 1401 and 1402 A.H. 

. Municipal inspectors visit these places 
from time to time, in some instances as much 
as twice a week. Tbe main purpose of these 
inspections is to ascertain the cleanliness of 
the place and make sure that accumulated 
water in the pits is siphoned out regularly.

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MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (.Agencies) — The 
official Soviet news agency Tass has accused 
the United States of encouraging Israel's 
thrust into West Beirut and said signs of dis- 
agreement between the Israelis and 
Americans were just deception, Tass said 
Washington had made no effort to restrain 
the Israeli advance, even though it was a vio- 
lation of the U.S.-negotiated Beirut peace 
plan. 

Washington's criticism of the Israeli moves 
was nothing but pretence and deception, the 
agency said Friday. 

"The U.S. wanted to keep the goodwill of 
Arab states by pretending to criticize Israel, 
but at the same time it was keen for Israel to 
take over the whole of Lebanon so that the 
country would remain under U.S. influence 
and control." it added. 

In Damascus, the head of the Political 
Department of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) Farouk Kaddoumi 
Saturday accused the United States of" total 
responsibility" for the Israeli thrust. 

Kaddoumi told the Palestinian news 
agency Wafa Washington "did not respect 
the agreement preventing the assault against 
West Beirut and protecting the Palestinian 
camps.” The international peacekeeping 
force, which had supervised withdrawal of 
Palestinian combatants from West Beirut 
after U.S. mediation, also left Lebanon 
before the scheduled date of its departure, he 
added. 

Kaddoumi accused Israel of "mocking all 
international agreements” and called on "the 
international community to oppose Israel 
war of extermination against the Palestinian 
and Lebanese peoples." 

Kaddoumi also described a six-point Mid- 
dle East peace initiative by SovieL President 
Leonid Brezhnev as "positive and construc- 
tive.”

DAMASCUS, Sept. 18 (Agencies) — 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat arrived in Damas- 
cus from Tunis early Saturday on his first visit 
to Syria since Israel's invasion of Lebanon in 
June. Arafat is to convene an emergency 
meeting of the 60-member Palestine Central 
Council (PCC) here Sunday. 

Khaled Fahcum, speaker of the Palestine 
National Council (parliament in exile), has 
told reporters the PCC will discuss the latest 
Arab and Palestinian developments. Israel's 
invasion of Lebanon and the results of the 
recent Arab summit conference in Fez. 
Morocco. 

Fahoum. who is to preside over the meet- 
ing. said the PCC will also fix a date and 
venue for the next meeting of the Palestine 
National Council. The PCC liaises between 
the Damascus-based Palestine National 
Tnuncil. which has about 300 members, and 


the PLO's Executive Committee, of which 
Arafat is chairman. 

Arafat Saturday chaired a preparatory 
meeting here, for the establishment of a joint 
Lebanese-Palestinian command, the Palesti- 
nian news agency Wafa reported. 

Wafa said Arafat discussed with Palesti- 
nian and Lebanese leaders "practical and 
effective measures” to deal with the Leban- 
ese situation following the recent Israeli 
occupation of West Beirut. 

Among those present at Saturday's meet- 
ing were Abu Jihad (Khalil AJ Wazir). the 
deputy commander of PLO forces, and Abu 
Walid (Saad SayeJJ. the chief of PLO opera- 
tions. Both men are members of Fateh, the 
largest PLO faction. Lebanese Tourism 
Minister Marwane Hamadeh. who is cur- 
rently visiting Syria, also took part in the 
meeting. Wafa said. 


Dost ends Moscow visit 

Afghan political solution stressed 


MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (Agencies) — 
Afghanistan's Foreign Minister Shah 
Muhammad Dost left Moscow for home 
Saturday after two days of talks on the 
situation in Afghanistan with Kremlin 
officials, the Soviet news agency Tass repor- 
ted. The agency said Dost met Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko Friday and they 
analyzed the situation in Afghanistan. 

Dost and Gromyko called again for a 
"political settlement” of the Afghanistan 
conflict. Tass said. The foreign ministers con- 
demned the "continued interference from 
outside, including armed interference, in the 
internal affairs of this sovereign nonaligned 
state,” the agency said. 


The Tass report made no mention of the 
estimated 100,000 Soviet troops stationed in 
Afghanistan to support the Marxist govern- 
ment of Kabul against Muslim freedom fight- 
ers. Instead, Tass said Gromyko "positively 
assessed” Dosts exchange of opinions in 
June with the foreign minister of Pakistan 
and the personal representative of U.N. 
General-Secretary Javier Perez de Cuellar on 
the conflict. 

Meanwhile in Peshawar. Pakistan, an 
Afghan resistance source said freedom fight- 
ers overrun a government stronghold and kil- 
led more than 40 regular soldiera and made 
off with a stash of weapons in a surprise 
attack on a southern Afghan, city. 


Cypriot minister killed in car crash 


NICOSIA, Sept. 18 (AP) — Panos Ioan- 
nou, the Cypriot minister of education was 
killed in a traffic accident late Friday night 
when the car in which be was a passenger 
collided head on with another vehicle. Two 
young men in the other car were also killed, 
while the minister’s wife, Chloe, and his 


driver, were both seriously injured. 

loannou, 55, was a teacher aL the English 
High School, Nicosia, until October 1981. 
when he was appointed government spokes- 
man. He was made minister of education 
when President Spyros Kyprianou reshuffled 
his cabinet in April this year.

‘won’t affect 
Arab peace plan ’ 

RABAT, Sept. 18 (AFP) — Renewed 
Israeli action in Lebanon would not affect the 
Arab peace plan for the Middle East drawn 
up at the recent Fez summit. King Hassan of 
Morocco has said. 

The king, who chaired the summit, said in a 
message to Arab League Secretary- General 
Chadli Klibi that the assassination of 
Lebanese President-elect Bashir Gemayel 
was “another proof that the enemies of peace 
in the Middle East are not disarming' but 
would continue to work toward hampering 
efforts of those trying to end war. 

“However, we are firmly determined to. 
pursue our efforts on path which we have 
marked up to ensure the realization of the 
Arab peace plan,” the king said. 

He called on Klibi to contact all Arab 
heads of state, notably those on the commit- 
tee of seven — Algeria, Jordan, Morocco, 
Saudi Arabia. Syria. Tunisia and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization — formed to 
promote the plan diplomatically so that the 
program drawn up at Fez could proceed "in 
spite of the tragic events currently being 
experienced by Lebanon, whose capital is 
under the yoke of occupation.”

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NEW ISRAELI MASSACRE 

The heinous massacre of Palestinian refugees in Beirut yesterday 
reveals the extent to which the Israeli occupation forces and local 
mercenaries will go in enforcing tbeir will on Lebanon.and .the Arabs 
in general. Jt may also be just the beginning of an Israeli scheme to 
“liquidate" the Palestinians en masse. 

Begin has been known for wanting to do just that and the latest 
slaughter of innocent people already made refugees more than a 
dozen times in a lifetime is another reminder of the savagery of the 
Israelis and their Lebanese Maronite allies who will one day suffer a 
similar fate if they persist in believing the myth of Israeli friendship. 

Israel has already murdered the Christian President-elect Bashir 
Gemayel and this is confirmed by no less an authority than the father 
of the slain man, Pierre Gemayel, IsraeFs principal ally in the Middle 
East. He has vowed revenge but he may be eliminated with more of 
his own men before he can commence bis vendetta. 

The massacre of the Palestinians coming close on the heels of the 
conquest of West Beirut proves the chicanery and duplicity of the 
Jewish leaders and the collusion of the American administration 
which gave its word that no harm will come to the civilian Palestinians 
remaining behind and their Muslim allies. It is dubious comfort that 
the U.S. representative in the U.N. yesterday voted against Israel in a 
rare gesture of disapproval of Israerscontinued defiance of the world 
body because of its guaranteed dependence on the U.S. for all kinds 
of support. 

What will the U.S. do now in view of the latest Israeli atrocity 
which was made possible by the useless U.S. guarantees given to the 
Palestinians and other Arab governments? The U.S. pressured the 
Palestinian commandos to leave the country and expose the refugee 
camps to catastrophe which might have been avoided had the com- 
mandos remained in position to defend the innocents. 

Yesterday' s massacre will go down in history as another Dir Yassin 
in which Begin and bis terrorist gang murdered hundreds of civilians 
in the Palestinian village of that name.

Saudi Arabian press review 


At -Jazirah said Saturday the 
PLO Executive Committee's 
approval of a unified Arab peace 
plan would strengthen the Arab 
leaders' position to convince the 
U.N. Security Council membersof 
the objectivity of the proposals. 

The paper said the committee’s 
endorsement had qualified the 
plan to be recognized by world 
powers especially the U.S. as a 
direct basis for any future interna- 
tional efforts for peace in the Mid- 
dle East region. 

“The committee’s approval also 
indicates the political maturity of 
the Palestinians and a big step 
toward adopting the peaceful 
option rather than the military 
one.’’ the paper added. 

A! -Jazirah called on all big 
powers to assess the committee's 
approval of the plan in a just man- 
ner. so that the “PLO can play a 
vital role in the framework of 
international efforts to settle the 
Middle East problem.” 

Al -Nadwa strongly condemned 
the continued Israeli aggression 
on Lebanon and its incursion into 
West Beirut and said it was in total 
disregard of international agree- 
ments and principles. 

The paper said the Arab states 
“also have to share the blame 
because their reaction to attacks 
on West Beirut does not go 
beyond mere condemnation or the 
broadcasting of news about the 
invasion." it warned against more 
aggression and challenges as forfg 
as the Arabs remained silent over 
Israeli behavior. 

Al-Madmah hailed the King- 


dom’s efforts to restore peace and 
stability in Lebanon and praised 
King FahcTs contacts with Leban- 
ese leaders in this respect. The 
paper said these contacts were 
part of the Kingdom's “pioneer- 
ing" role led by King Fahd to save 
Lebanon from more ordeals and 
catastrophes. 

“The contacts are also designed 
to condemn the Zionist occupa- 
tion forces' attempt to interfere in 
the internal affairs of Lebanon." 
the paper added. 

It noted that the U.S. administ- 
ration after King FahcTs contacts 
with President Reagan had called 
on the Israelis to “refrain from 
escalating their military activities 
in West Beirut." 

“If this American stand is firm 
enough, it will save all parties from 
more dangers and enable the 
Lebanese people to surmount the 
critical situation resulting from the 
assassination of President-elect 
Bashir Gemayel whose death has 
been a heavy blow to great 
hopes." the paper said. 

It added that the Saudi 
monarch’s contacts with Lebanese 
leaders on the latest developments 
in the country were a "continua- 
tion of the Kingdom’s role to save 
it from complete destruction and 
ensure peace and stability in 
Lebanon." 

The paper called on the Arab 
states to take effective measures 
within the framework of the Saudi 
moves to "confront the Israeli 
aggression and support the legiti- 
mate authority in Lebanon."

Specter o f peace treaty hangs over war-torn country 

Lebanon and the danger of Israeli domination

The Palestinian commandos have withdrawn 
from Beirut and the Syrian troops have left Beirut 
and regrouped in eastern and northern Lebanon. 
Thus, the Israelis have no excuse to stay in Beirut 
any longer if one is to believe the Israeli claim that 
they will withdraw once the Palestine Liberation 
Organization fighters have left Beirut. 

Nevertheless, the barbaric Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon has entered its fourth month with no signs 
yet of the Zionist state's readiness to end its military 
occupation of the war-ravaged country. In fact. 
there are signs that the Israeli troops are digging in 
for a tong stay and plans to spend the winter in 
Lebanon are under way. 

Adding fuel to the fire, the past few days saw two 
events which clearly confirm Israel's evfl designs 
against Lebanon: 

(1) The assassination of Lebanese President- 
elect Bashir Gemayel who was supposed to assume 
power on Sept. 23. 

(2) The Israeli thrust deep into West Beirut in 
violation of the U.S.-sponsored agreement for the 
withdrawal of PLO fighters. 

Who stands to benefit from GeoiayeT s assassina- 
tion? 

There was almost Arab unanimity that Israel had 
engineered GemayeTs murder, mainly to sabotage 
Lebanese reconciliation and prolong its military 
occupation. It is no secret that Israel was lately 
getting worried and apprehensive about Gemayel' s 
hostile attitude toward tbe invaders. The following 
reasons may have motivated the Israelis to turn 
against their former ally: 

— Gemayel's reluctance, especially after his elec- 
tion as president, to commit himself to signing a 
peace treaty with Israel. 

— Gemayel’s reported reservations over Israel's 
demand to impose its domination on Lebanon. 

— GemayeTs move to mend his fences with 
Lebanese Muslims (his meeting with former Prime 
Minister Saeb Salam and other delegations from 
West Beirut). 

— GemayeTs adoption of the American attitude 
which calls for the establishment of a strong central 
Lebanese government and the withdrawal of all 
foreign forces from Lebanon. 

Link in a chain of plots 

Lebanese Prime Minister Shafiq Wazzan has cal- 
led GemayeTs assassination “the latest link in a 
chain of plots against Lebanon." Though no one has 
claimed responsibility for the killing, one suspect 
stands out with glaring conspicuousness. Look at 
the circumstances: A gigantic 300-kilogram explo- 
sive charge, perhaps the size of a small crate, was 
evidently hauled through the heart of Israeli-held 
East Beirut to the veiy walls of the Phalangist Party 
headquarters. How could such a feat have been 
realized without the complicity of the biggest plot- 
ter of them all in Lebanon, Israel? 

Certainly. Israel was quick to take advantage of 
the murder, advancing deep into West Beirut within 
hours of GemayeTs death. 

Syria has accused Israel of assassinating Gemayel 
“because he demanded Israeli withdrawal and 
refused to sign a peace treaty with Israel.” A gov- 
ernment official in Damascus said: “No doubt 
Israel killed Bashir Gemayel despite the relations 
that existed between them, and because Gemayel 
started insisting on Israeli evacuation from Leba- 
non as a matter of principle, and also because he 
appeared as if he did not want to sign a treaty with 
Israel." 

“Gemayel started talking recently in this sense, 
while Israel did not wish to withdraw its forces 
completely from Lebanon in view of its ambitions 
there. Also Israel wanted to sign a treaty with 
Lebanon while its troops were still in Beirut." the 
official said. He added that at the time Gemayel was 
killed, the Israeli division commander instructed his 
troops to enter West Beirut. 

Blaming Israel for Gemayel's slaying. PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat said: “GemayeTs assassi- 
nation was the continuation of the Israeli plan 
against Palestinian and Lebanese peoples, particu- 
larly Lebanese people." Arafat told a press confer- 
ence in Rome that the killing was “an attempt to 
strike at Lebanese reconciliation and to offer a jus- 
tification for tbe continuation of tbe Israeli occupa- 
tion of Lebanon." 

The PLO representative in London Nabil Ram- 
lawi said the killing of Gemayel served Israeli plans 
to take West Beirut and strengthen their occupation 
of South Lebanon. Ramlawi said in a statement: 
“Firstly, the bomb attack which killed Gemayel 
took place in an area in which Phalangist militias 
and the Israeli occupation forces maintain the tight- 
est security. It would be impossible for other groups 
to enter the area and plant the bomb which killed 
Gemayel. and I do not believe that the Phalangists 
could be accused of killing their own leader." 

"However, the killing will be used to justify the 
Israeli plan to take West Beirut, and to prolong the 
military occupation over Lebanon as a whole. The 
killing of Gemayel serves Israeli interests without 


any doubt." Ramlawi stressed. 

Meanwhile, amid the massive destruction and 
high death toll caused by the U.S .-supported Israeli 
invasion and as Lebanese Army and security forces 
are deployed in Beirut and its suburbs, one question 
seems to be preoccupying the majority of the 
Lebanese, those who have survived the past seven 
years of civil war and political turbulence, and those 
who left the country for Arab and European states. 
This question is: Will the Israeli blitz herald the 
beginning of the end of the seven-year-old tragedy 
resulting from the 1 975-76 civil war as the Leban- 
ese optimists like to boast, or will it compound the 
country’s already complex problems and conse- 
quently bring Lebanon under Israeli tutelage as the 
pessimists tend to predict? 

Facts on crisis 

To answer this question, certain facts should be 
made clear to those uninformed or unaware of the 
puzzling Lebanese crisis and its intricacies. 

FACT ONE: The Lebanese have been divided 
over the issue of the armed Palestinian presence 
ever since the PLO decided to couple its political 
activity with armed struggle in 1 969. In that year. 
Lebanon witnessed bloody dashes between the 
Lebanese Army and some Palestinian factions who 
were trying to use South Lebanon as a launching 
pad for their operations against Israel. The serious 
clashes led to the Cairo Agreement between the 
Lebanese authorities and the PLO. The Cairo 
Agreement, which was signed by PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat and the then Lebanese Army Com- 
mander Emile Bustani in the presence of the late 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdul Nassar in Cairo, 
gave the PLO commandos the right to use certain 
areas in South Lebanon as bases to mount their 
operations against Israel. This had invited Israeli 
retaliatory attacks againsi towns and villages in 
South Lebanon. It is said that Charles Helou. who 
was president at the rime, and who reluctantly 
agreed to the Cairo Agreement, had defended his 
position against Christian opposition by contending 
that the country was on the brink of civil war and 
that the Cairo Agreement came to ward off such a 
war. 

The bloody clashes between the Lebanese Army 
and Palestinian commandos were renewed in 1973 
and a new agreement known as the Melkart 
Agreement was signed by the two sides to prevent 
future frictions. However, the repeated military 
confrontations served to deepen the split between 
Lebanon's Muslims and Christians with the Maro- 
nite Christians being firmly opposed to the armed 
Palestinian presence and the Muslims sympathizing 
with and supporting the Palestinian struggle against 
Israel. 

Matters reached a breaking point with a bloody 
Phalangist- Palestinian clash at Ain Rummaneh. a 
Christian Beirut suburb, in April 1975. The dash, 
which left more than 30 Palestinians killed, was the 
major spark and the curtain raiser for the bloody 
dvil strife that followed. 

Then at the peak of the dvil war in 1976. the 
Maronitcs. led by the right-wing Phalangist Party of 
Pierre Gemayel. sought the help of Syria in “curb- 
ing" the Palestinians. The Syrians entered Lebanon 
as peacekeepers as part of the Arab Deterrent 
Forces despatched to Lebanon in November 1 976 
under an Arab League mandate. 

In 1 978. the Maronites. who have been complain- 
ing about Palestinian "violations" and “occupa- 
tion" started complaining about Syrian “viola- 
tions" and the years that followed saw fierce fight- 
ing between the Syrians and the rightist militias. 
The animosity between the Syrians and the Maro- 
nites led the latter to turn to Israel for help in the 
fight against both the Palestinians and the Syrians. 

FACT TWO: Ever since the outbreak of the 
Lebanese civil war in 1975. Israel has been exploit- 
ing the situation to further its own ends and achieve 
its evil designs at the expense of the country’s peace, 
sovereignty and unity. Israel's flagrant interference 
in Lebanese affairs clearly manifested itself in the 
creation of an Israeli-backed enclave in South 
Lebanon led by renegade Lebanese Army Maj. 
Saad Haddad, and in arming and training the 
right-wing Christian militias of Bashir Gemayel. 

Costly thrust 

FACT THREE: Israel has not embarked on such 
a massive and costly thrust into Lebanon just for the 
sake of “saving" the Christians in Lebanon from the 
Syrian and Palestinian “occupation" as it had 
always alleged. Obviously, one major goal of 
Israel's large-scale onslaught is to smash the milit- 
ary power of the PLO and put an end to Syria's 
military, strategic and political influence in Leba- 
non. Israel knows veiy well that it is the PLO's 
political and diplomatic status rather than the 
organization's military force, (after all the PLO’s 
military might is no match to the U.S.-supplied 
Israeli war machine) which poses the greatest 
danger to Israel’s expansionist designs. In fact, it is 
the PLO's successive political victories at the inter- 
national level gained over the past few yeans, which, 
to a certain extent, block Israel from achieving its 
colonialist and expansionist policy. Hence. IsraeTs 
insistence not only on crashing the PLO’s military 


structure, but also terminating the PLO's political 
and diplomatic role in Lebanon. 

Since the Israelis invaded Lebanon on June 6. the 
statements made by Israeli officials, including 
Prune Minister Menahem Begin, point to Israel's 
vidous aim to nurture a strong “friendly” govern- 
ment in Lebanon with which jt can sign a peace 
treaty. 

Manifold objectives 

A Lebanese member of parliament who was on a 
short visit to Jeddah recently told Arab News that 
“though Lebanon is now poised to get rid of the 
so-called Syrian and Palestinian “domination" in 
some areas, the Lebanese must brace themselves 
for a worse era of Israeli domination, blackmail and 
tutelage." Apparently, this grim assessment is not 
without foundations. A look at IsraeTs manifold 
and now avowed objectives of its onslaught dubbed 
“Operation Peace for Galilee" substantiates this 
notion. The Israeli objectives can be summed up as 
follows: 

— The physical liquidation of the PLO. 

— The permanent occupation of South Lebanon. 

— The setting up of a pro-Israeli Lebanese gov- 
ernment. 

— The conclusion of a separate peace treaty with 
Lebanon so that Egypt will not remain tbe only 
exception in the Arab world. 

— Exercising tutelage on the legitimate, 
authorities. ! 1 1 ! — - 

— Establishing an open economic zone in South- 
Lebanon. 

— Diverting the Litani River water. 

— Preventing any attempt at reviving the Palesti- 
nian military, political, and information presence in 
Lebanon. 

— Imposing a surrender peace settlement on the 
Arabs by compeDing them to join the Camp David 
Phase II. 

— Diverting the attention away from the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip where annexa- 
tion and colonization measures are under way. 

— Passing the self-rule issue according to IsraeTs 
own concept. Obviously, the main stumbling block 
was the attitude of the West Bank and Gaza 
inhabitants who strongly support the PLO and fol- 
low its policy line. So by invading Lebanon, laying 
siege to Beirut and pounding Palestinian positions, 
Israel was engaging the West Bank and Gaza peo- 
ple with the Beirut incidents. As a result, the West 
Bank uprising was brought to a halt. 

— Misleading Che world that it is not the only 
destabilizing factor in the Middle East. Israel also 
wants not to remain the only sectarian state in the 
region. Therefore, it is trying its best to help create 
the so-called “Maronite state" in Lebanon before 
its withdrawal. 

— Trying to increase the battered popularity of 
Begin’s Likud coalition. 

— Distracting popular attention from economic 
woes (Israel has the world’s highest inflation rate). 

Thorn in Israel’s side 

Commenting on the aims of the Israeli blitz, 
Raymond Edde. a well-known and seasoned 
Lebanese politician, said in an interview: "Hie 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon not only aims to liquid- 
ate the Palestinian resistance and force the with- 
drawal of Syrian troops from Lebanon, but also to 
destroy Lebanon and wreck tbe Lebanese formula 
of coexistence among the various sects. Lebanon 
has always been a thorn in IsraeTs side. The coexis- 
tence of the various sects runs contrary to the Zion- 
ist ideology which seeks to establish a Jewish state 
excluding the other sects." 

“In fact. Europe has more than once suggested to 
the Israelis the idea of adopting the Lebanese sys- 
tem which is based on coexistence among the vari- 
ous sects; that is: A democratic Palestinian state 
where the Muslim. Christian and Jew can coexist. 
But Israel has always spumed this idea.” Edde 
added. 

Edde. who is a member of parliament and a 
former minister, believes that after its massive 
military operation and the resulting high death toll 
among its forces and the high financial and political 
cost. Israel would not withdraw from Lebanon. 
“Israel would not withdraw from Lebanon without 
getting something in return. Since J 949. Israel has 
been trying to seize the water of the Litani and 
Hasbani rivers in South Lebanon. What is more 
dangerous is that Ben Gurion (former Israeli prime 
minister) and Moshe Dayan (former Israeli defense 
and foreign minister) had hammered out a plan in 
1954 to destroy Lebanon and create a Maronite 
state to replace the present Lebanese republic." 
Edde said. 

Another aim of the invasion. Edde indicated, is to • 
impose IsraeTs will on the Arab world. "Israel 
wants to make the Arab countries realize that it is 
better for them to reach an agreement with Israel, 
because the Israeli Army, which has destroyed the 
nuclear reactor in Iraq and invaded Lebanon with 
impunity, can strike and play havoc wherever it 
wishes in the region," Edde added. 

Client gate . 

Walid Jumbiatt. leader of tbe Lebanese National- 
ist Movement, said that IsraeTs aim is to make' 


Lebanon a client state. "The aim of Israel is to take 
over control of Lebanon and have privileged rela- 
tions with Beirut under its own conditions" Jumb- 
iatt said in an interview. He accused the Israelis of 
systematically destroying hotels and hospitals, 
flooding Lebanese markets with their agricultural 
produce, bombing industrial regions and frying to 
set up an anti-democratic government which would 
suit their own interests. 

Signs of the tbreat of Israeli domination and col- 
onization in Lebanon have already surfaced. One 
instance is IsraeTs establishment of local administ- 
rations, bypassing the legitimate Lebanese 
authorities in various cities and towns. 

On July 26. Lebanon accused Israel of "violating 
International Law” through its occupation of South 
Lebanon. Lebanon's permanent U.N. representa- 
tive Ghassan Tueni sent a letter to U.N. Secretary 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar calling for inter- 
vention of the UJM. Interim Forces in Lebanon 
(UNIFTL) to “assist the Lebanese authorities in 
'fulfilling their duties." The Security Council Resol- 
ution 425 adopted in 1978, when the Israelis 
invaded South Lebanon and withdrew under U.S.

and international security and providing assistance 
to tbe Lebanese government in order to guarantee 
the re-establishment cjf its effective authority." 

Tueni stressed that beydhd “con- 
fin ruff acts of violence aridWutaMty, acts wroth have 
caused immense "destruction and innumerable 
human losses, Israel' is currently proceeding with 
the establishment of parallel local administrations, 
bypassing the legitimate Lebanese local authorities 
in various cities, towns and villages." The letter 
added that Lebanese authorities were ' 1 often ’physi- 
cally prevented from carrying out their jobs." 

Also on July 26, IsraeTs state airline, El AL 
opened an office in the southern Lebanese city of 
Sidon and the airline manager claimed “business is 
booming." The Sidon office is El AFs second in an 
Arab country. It opened a branch in Cairo following 
the 1979 peace treaty with Egypt. 

Economic links 

The Israelis have said they hope to open regular 
economic links with Lebanon once a strong Leban- 
ese government is installed in Beirut. Tbe opening 
of the El Al office is the first step in that program 
and underlined the belief that the Israelis plan to 
remain even when their army pulls back across the 
. border. There are already signs that they plan a 
lengthy stay. Engineers are widening roads, metal 
roadsigns in Hebrew are going up and the Israeli 
shekel has become common currency in the 
occupied south, according to travelers from South 
Lebanon. 

In the meantime, reports from Washington indi- 
cate that the commercial traffic between South 
Lebanon and Israeli-held territory has gone over $4 
mUlion every month since the invasion — much 
higher than the trade exchange between Israel and 
Egypt under tbeir peace treaty. 

Another evidence of. IsraeTs evil designs in 
Lebanon is its refusal to withdraw from the Beirut 
International Airport so that the airport can be 
reopened to international traffic. Explaining the 
delay behind the reopening of Beirut Airport which 
has been closed since June 7, a Lebanese authorita- 
tive source said the main obstacle now was the 
presence of Israeli forces in the southern part pf the 
airport, where they have Set up a helicopter landing 
area also used by small. Beachcraft-type places. 

Adding insult to .injury, the Israelis are also 
imposing conditions ’ for reopening .the airport. 
These include: tbeir right to a presence iiutbe con- 
trol .tower and at a small Lebanese Army air base 
nearby, examining passenger lists, and supervising 
all planes using the airport, the source said.* Press 
reports said Israel, demanded that EljAJ be 
allowed to use the airport ' 

Gloomy picture 

Faced with such a gloomy picture, what cin the 
conflkting Lebanese parties and leaders (both lef- 
tists and rightists. Muslims and Christians) [do to 
confront the lurking Israeli danger, especially now 
the country is entering a very critical phase after the 
assassination of President-elect Bashir/Geaiayel 
and the occupation of West Beirut? 

The only logical and best way out of this dilemma 
will be- for the Lebanese, factions to reach a modus 
vivendi. adopt a unified stand to put anSSnd’to the 
Israeli occupation, agree on a new formula regulat- 
ing the Palestinian presence in the country and 
maintain the solid and brotherly relationship with 
the Arab world.

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Japanese TV film 
reveals existence 
of wartime spy ring

TOKYO (R) — Japan's wartime Prime 
Minister Hidek Tojo ordered the develop- 
ment of a Japanese atomic bomb shortly after 
, a.Madrid-based spy ring sent Tokyo infonna- 
tion on the bomb being developed by the 
United States, according to a documentary 
film to be tele vized here Monday. 

! The film, a 50-minute television program 
entitled/ was a spy for Japan, was produced 
by the publicly owned Japan Broadcasting 
Corporation (NHK). The program reveals 
the existence of an international spy zing for 
Japan, headed by Spanish espionage agent 
Angel Alcazar de Velasco, operating made 
the United States during World War IL The 
existence of such a spy ring has never been 
publicly reported before, although Japan’s 
wartime efforts to develop atomic bombs 
have been revealed in the past. 

A substantial pan of the film consists of an 
interview by NHK with Alcazar de Valasco. 
now 73. in which he explains why he became 
a spy for Japan, how he operated his ring and 
what kind of information he collected. 

Numerous intelligence reports were sent 
by the ring to Tokyo via the Japanese 
Embassy in Madrid, including one 
despatched toward the end of 1942 which 
said: “A bomb has been developed in a chem- 
ical laboratory which, upon bursting, pro- 
duced a temperature of 1 .000 degress over a 
wide area.” 


The film says that three months after the 
information was received in Tokyo, the 
Japanese imperial army launched a full-scale 
atomic bomb development plan under Dr. 
Yoshio Nishina. Japan’s top expert on atomic 
science who died in 1951. 

In a related interview in Tokyo, former 
CoL Toranosuke Kawashima. who led the 
project, told NHK: “In January 1943. 1 was 
ordered by Prime Minister Tojo to develop 
atomic bombs. Gen. Tojo told me that the 
United States. Germany and Japan were 
conducting research on atomic bombs. The 
United States was the most advanced, prob- 
ably followed by Germany, and Japan was 
only at the starting line." 

The former colonel said Dr. Nishina had 
been interested in atomic bombs from around 
1941 but had never thought of producing 
them. 

In an interview with Reuters. Sosuke 
Yasuma, staff producer of NHK’s culture and 
science program division, said his team could 
not find any evidence to determine if the 
intelligence report had made Japan start the 
atomic bomb project. But Alcazar de Velasco 
told the NHK interviewer: “There was a 
24-year-old Spanish spy. called Rogelio. who 
was very brilliant. I instructed him to concen- 
trate on obtaining information on the atomic 
bomb. He got good information by going 
around here and there. But be suddenly went 
missing in April 1 943.” 


Textbook furor dies down , 
but professor not satisfied

TOKYO (AP) — The controversy over 
Japanese textbooks erupted in Asiai in the 
heat of summer and cooled with the approach 
of fall. But for Professor Saburo lenaga, the 
battle against the textbook screening system 
has lasted 17 long years. 

Screening amounts to censorship, lenaga 
says. Censorship is banned by the con- 
stitution. He adds that in this case, the 
screening is responsible for Japan's now- 
strained relations with Communist China, 
South and North Korea and other Southeast 
Asian nations. 

“If s a shame Japanese people themselves 
could not make the government correct 
wrongly revised descriptions in histoxy text- 
books before the matter became an inter- 
national issue,” Tenaga said.. 

The latest controversy involves changes' 
ordered by the Educatibn Minisfry toliistqjy. 
texts involving Japan's actions during World 
War IL Many of Japan's neighbors have 
objected strenuously to the effort to down- 
play the atrocities committed by its forces. 

The 69-year-old history " ‘ / professor 

and author, who teaches at Tokyo’s Cbuo 
University, first filed suit to challenge 
government textbook screening in 1965 
when he was a professor at Tokyo 
Educational University. He sought compen- 
sation for damages he suffered when forced 
by the ministry to rewrite his Japanese history 
textbook for use in high schools. 

Under the screening system, a textbook 
author, or publisher, must submit a manus- 
cript to the Education Ministry for approval. 
A draft of lenaga’s Japanese history textbook 
was. first rejected by the ministry in 1963. A 


modified one received a conditional approval 
m 1964 and a further revised version was put 
in use in high schools in 1965, he said. 

lenaga said he was made to change about 
300 descriptions, including references to the 
origin of the imperial family, the prewar con- 
stitution and wartime atrocities. 

The textbook controversy began as a 
domestic issue last fall when the Education 
Ministry instructed authors to change the 
world “invasion” to “advance” in references 
to Japan' s past military incursions into China. 
Southeast Asia and the Pacific. 

They were also told to tone down accounts 
of Japan's wartime atrocities, including its 
colonial oppression of the Korean people and 
the “rape of Nanking,” in which Japanese 
troops massacred an estimated 200,000 to 
300,000 Chinese. 

A diplomatic storm erupted in July when 
China and South Korea, North Korea and 
Southeast Asian nations strongly protested 
the revisions. 

The government of Prime Minister Zenko 
Suzuki in late August pledged to “ make 
necessary amendments,” and promised to 
change offending passages by 1985. It said in 
a statement that Japan was "deeply aware” 
its troops bad once "inflicted great suffering 
and injury" on Asian peoples during the war 
years. 

Although it is still unclear to what extent 
textbooks will be altered to meet Asian 
criticisms, the government's efforts 
apparently diffused some of the furor. 

lenaga, however, is not satisfied with the 
government's acknowledgment that it erred. 
He wants the administrative branch stripped 
of its absolute power to revise pre-published 
textbooks.

Filipinos trying to save the tree of life

MANILA (R) — The coconut industry, 
a pillar of the Philippine economy and the 
main source of livelihood for almost a third 
of the country's 50 million people, is in 
steep decline. 

Shortly before he left for Washington 
where he is now on a state visit. President 
Ferdinand Marcos first lifted a controver- 
sial levy on coconut exports, a main foreign 
exchange earner, and then banned exports 
of raw copra — the diy meat of the 
coconut. 

Both measures were prompted by a 
decline in the world price of coconut oil 
from a 1973 peak of 52 U.S. cents to 18.5 
cents a pound on Aug. 27, when the levy 
was lifted. 

With the parallel slump in demand for 
other primaiy products like sugar and cop- 
per, the plunging price of coconut oil could 
spell serious trouble for a country already 
plagued by widespread poverty and conse- 
quent social and political unrest. 

New uses for coconut oil and other pro- 
ducts of what the Filipinos call the tree of 
life are now being sought. The latest plans 
are to power trucks with a nixture of three 


percent coconut oil and 97 percent diesel, 
and set up a coco-chemical plant to make a 
broad range of coconut-based products. 
Marketing policies will also be radically 
reviewed. 

The Philippines provides about 80 per- 
cent of the world 1 s coconut oil, which can be 
used to make chemicals and a wide range of 
other products. But the general world 
recession and competition from similar 
vegetable oils, in panicualr soyabean and 
'palm-kernel, have forced coconut -product 
prices down. 

The crisis has hit some of the country’s 
wealthiest political and industrial leaders 
with a stake in the industry, and millions of 
small coconut producers whose areas are 
prone to Communist infiltration. 

When prices slumped last year Marcos 
suspended the levy, first imposed in 1973 
when prices were high. It was intended to be 
used for various schemes to support the 
industry such as replanting with higher- 
yielding hybrids, scholarships for farmers' 
children and insurance against crop 
damage. 

But it was widely criticized as an 
additional burden on small-time farmers 
who could already barely make ends meet, 
and as prices continued to fall Marcos 


introduced a variable levy which moved 
only once, downward, before it was suspen- 
ded. Official and industry sources say the 
reasons for suspension were more political 
than economic. 

Defense Minister Juan Ponce Entile, 
chairman of the United Coconut Planters’ 
Bank ( UCPB) and the United Coconut Oil 
Mill (UNICOM), turned against his pro- 
levy colleagues after' fcaiflittg that' anti- 1 ] 
government rebels were using the 
unpopularity of the levy to win over farmers 
to their side. He said the levy should be 
lifted. 

“In this way, the critics, the subversive 
elements and all others who had reser- 
vations are deprived of their weapon in sow- 
ing confusion, disillusion and discontent 
among the citizens, especially among the 
coconut farmers,” he said. 

Industry sources said that for the past two 
years opposition had grown among farmers 
to the levy which had netted more than 
eight billion pesos ($930 million) since 
1 9*73; 

Critics said the money had been used to 
buy a bank and several oil mills to create a 
vertically-integrated trading, milling and 
banking conglomerate serving the interests 
of a few high-plaoed people. > 


Esperanto 
promoted for 
simplicity

LONDON (AP) — Repeal this phrase: 
“mi venis. mi vidis. mi venkis" — "1 came. I 
■ saw. 1 conquered.” 

You have just seen how to form the past 
tense of every verb in Esperanto, the 95- 
year-old artificial language spoken in 93 
countiries. This is Esperanto Week in Bri- 
tain. and enthusiasts are promoting the lan- 
guage through a series of lectures and 
exhibits. 

Esperanto, which means "one who 
hopes.” was invented in 1 S87 by Ludovik L. 
Zamenhof . a Polish eye doctor who hoped it 
would become a universal second language. 
If enough people spoke it. he reasoned, lan- 
guage barriers would fall and world tension 
would decline. 

Zamenhof died in 1917 without making 
any money from his project, but his lan- 
guage endured. Interest in a common ton- 
gue grew after the two world wars, and in 
1954 Esperantists scored their biggest suc- 
cess when the language was officially recog- 
nized by the United Nations Educational. 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. 

Now. according to the British Esperanto 
Association, ar least 2 million people speak 
Esperanto, and other estimates put the 
number at 15 million or higher. 

It is used the world over, from smaller 
countries whose national languages are not 
widely used internationally, such as Nor- 
way. Finland and Yugoslavia, to nations 
such as Italy. Japan and Brazil. 

More than 30.000 books and articles 
have been translated into Esperanto and 14 
radio stations, including Vatican radio and 
Radio Peking, cany regular broadcasts in 
the language. It is used on some Norwegian 
railway timetables and Dutch telephone 
booths. 

The immediate aims of Esperanto Week 
are to persuade the British government to 
introduce Esperanto in schools and to have 
it adopted as the official second language of 
the European Parliament. 

Herbert Platt, general secretary of the 
1 ,200-member British Esperanto Associa- 
tion. said the group hoped ro make 
Esperanto “a first foreign language for all 
— not to replace any existing language.” 

Platt, a despectacled. bearded man who 
speaks English with a trace of his native 
German accent and with occasional gram- 
matical lapses (“I wish my memory would 
be better.” he says) runs the association 
from modest offices in London’s Holland 
Park district. ^ t 

"My aim in life,” said Platt, "is for my 
children and my children’s children to know 
Esperanto so that they can have instant 
communication worldwide.” The beauty of 
Esperanto, its supporters say, is its simplic- 
ity. "No matter if you have failed at other 
languages. you'Uron't fail this.” a promotion 
brochure promises. 

The language is phonetical and essential 
Latin-based. Parts of speech are instantly 
identifiable: all nouns end in "o” and all 
adjectives in "a.” Irregular verbs, the base 
of language students everywhere, are elimi- 
nated. 

Tenses are always formed the same way: 
the present tense ends tn "as,” the past in 
“is” and the future in “os.” Esperanto 
words often have a common base.. with dif- 
ferent suffixes or prefixes to change their 
meaning, “bona” means good, and “mal- 
bona” means bad. “dekstra" is right and 
“maldekstra” is left

Canadian oil exploration 


Search for treasure trove in arctic ice 


By Paul Mqjendte 

ABOARD EXPLORER IV IN THE 
BEAUFORT SEA (R) — Lome Hammer 
fights amid frozen rigs and polar bears to drag 
up a fabulous treasure trove from the icy 
depths of the Arctic. 

He is drilling manager on this converted 
World War H'transport ship that has joined 
the hunt on the roof of the world for the 35 
billion barrels of oil that may lie beneath the 
Beaufort Sea. 

That giant bonanza could give Canada, 
which has to import 300.000 barrels of oil a 
day. the self-sufficiency it has battled for 
seven years to achieve along one of the most 
distant frontiers known to man. 

The immense polar ice pack loosens its grip 
for only five previous months a year and 
when it does, oil pioneers like Hammer work 
around the clock on drilling rigs and artificial 
atolls to raise the ice curtain on perhaps the 
most challenging and expensive oil operation 
in the world. 

It costs $625,000 a day to run Explorer IV 
with its 95- man crew. Biliions have been 
spent by the Canadian oil firm Dome Pet- 
roleum as well as Gulf and Esso who hope oil 
could be flowing by 1 986. 

Dome vice president Murray Todd said of 
the Beaufort Sea: “It is a demanding land- 
scape, full of financial risk but also full of 
promise.’' Dome, once a favorite of inter- 
national investors for its daring Arctic 
exploration, is now caught in a cash squeeze 
and $6.6 billion in debt. 

Last year It bought the Hudson's Bay Oil 
and Gas Company right in the midst of an 
international oil glut. Interest rates soared, 
international oil prices stagnated. Dome had 

/ 


to sell some of its foreign assets and now it is 
negotiating lengthier debt repayments with 
its bank creditors. 

The stakes remain temptingly in the Arctic. 
Dome executive estimate production could 
reach 700,000 barrels a day by 1 990 and 1 .2 
million a day by the turn of the centuty. 

But they have to contend with the vagaries 
of mother nature before that prize can be 
lifted. The oil rig workers, who toil 1 2 hours a 
day for two weeks and then get a week off, 
face high waves in the North Sea and the 
Newfoundland coast. 

Six of the 84 men who died whentheOeeoA 
Ranger rig went down in a storm off New- 
foundland last year were friends of Hammer, 
an oil veteran who has worked in the North 
Sea and off Sumatra. 

■■ We don t have storms like they do in the 
North Sea or Newfoundland. Our main prob- 
lem here is the ice By the end of the season 


it'll be minus 20 degrees Celsius (minus four 
degrees Fahrenheit) and there will be 60 cms 
of ice on the rigs," he said. 

By the closing weeks of the drilling season, 
they have only six hours of daylight and have 
to work under floodlights. Eskimo hunters 
are also hired to patrol the ice to ensure that 
polar bears do not creep up on any unsuspec- 
ting riggers. 

They are a tough breed. Hammer said: 
“Yes, these roustabouts are the modern-day 
cowboy. We’ve had all sorts from college 
dropouts to a sculptor who was also a boxing 
champion. You made sure you were on his 
side on Saturday night.” 

The men are paid $54,000 for their six- 
month grind. “Most end up in the winter 
months sunning themselves on the beach in 
Hawaii or Mexico,” Hammer added. The 
workers have no trade union and show no 
desire for one. Dome couches its directives to 


them in blunt frontier language. 

Anyone working on the rigs after October 
must come supplied with the correct 
weather-proof clothing. Otherwise, a direc- 
tive on the base notice board explained: 
“Those turned back at the airport because of 
unsuitable dress will be considered as having 
resigned. No questions asked." 

Oil exploration on such a huge scale is like 
an international game of roulette but with 25 
oil and gas discoveries made in the Beaufort 
Sea over the past decade, the odds are impro- 
ving every day. 

Now investors pray for an end to the U.S. 
recession, much lower interest rates and a 
boost in demand for oil. Then, whether it 
comes out by pipeline or icebreaking tanker, 
the “liquid gold” could fulfill Canada's 
dreams and give a major boost to an energy- 
hungry world. 


Operation Raleigh- around- the-world trip for 3,000 


LONDON. (LPS) — A around- the -world 
expedition lasting four years, involving more 
than 3,000 young people from many coun- 
tries. is being planned in London as the 
largest operation of its type ever mounted. 

Operation Raleigh is the brainchild of Lt. 
Col. John Blash fbrd-Snell, a veteran of 22 
overseas expeditions. He plans to take people 
aged 17 to 24 in groups of about 200 around 
the world in relays, through polar regions, 
desert, jungle and oceans in search of snakes, 
sunken wrecks and lost cities. Each party will 
explore for three months before being 
replaced by a new group. 

The multinational project is to start in 
1984 and has been named after the

Pill found protective 

GENEVA (R) — Women taking oral con- 
traceptives are half as likely to develop can- 
cer of the ovaries as those not using “the pill 
”, the World Health Organization (WHO) 
has said. 

Nor does long- term oral contraceptive use 
appear to increase risks of breast cancer as 
earlier feared, it said in a report. “The longer 
a woman has used oral contraceptives, the 
lower her risk of developing ovarian cancer, 
** W’ "* said, basing its findings on studies of 
cancel- patients in the United States. 

The pills apparent protective effect even 
persisted more than ten years after its use was 
discontinued, h said. WHO studied cases of 
American women aged between 20 and 54 
with newly diagnozed cancer of the breast, 
ovaries or endometrium, a membrane lining 
the womb, comparing them with healthy 
women from the same age groups and geog- 
raphical areas. 

WHO said its findings could be important 
for developing countries but cautioned 
against expecting the same results around the 
world. Different living conditions, diets and 
medical care could lead to different results. 

The report said there was no evidence that 
use of oral contraceptives for more than 10 
years increased the risk of breast cancer. 
Similarly, there was no evidence of increased 
risk of breast cancer for women who used 
contraceptives before their first pregnancy.

Thailand threatens to expel all refugees

BANGKOK, Sepi. 18 (AFP) - Thailand, 
deploring slackening support from the inter- 
national community, Friday warned of" dras- 
tic measures" that could mean the forced 
repatriation of Cambodians to their war- 
shattered country. 

The warning came from Thailand’s top 
refugee authority, national security chief 
Prasong Soonsiri, after a meeting with dip- 
lomats and international officials. Addres- 
sing a press conference, squadron leader 
Prasong said newsmen would be invited to 
observe the forced repatriation which would 
be due to what he called lack of interest and 
support from international organizations and 
governments. 

The move would take place over the next 
three months and would affect Cambodian, 
Lao and Vietnamese refugees in processing 
centers who had been promised but not yet 
accepted for resettlement. These included 
over 20,000 Cambodians who had been 
promised resettlement in the United States. 
Since May, only 2,948 had passed selection 
out of a total of 23,000 the United States had 
agreed to take, he said. 

About 2,000 other Indochinese refugees 
awaiting resettlement in various third coun- 
tries would also come under the move. 


officials said. 

Thailand would "push refugees back to the 
border or consider taking some such approp- 
riate action" to reduce its"burden,'' squar- 
dron leader Prasong said. Thailand shares 
borders with Communist-ruled Cambodia 
and Laos but not with Vietnam. The Viet- 
namese refugees in question, mainly those 
who had trekked through Cambodia over- 
land, would be sent back to the controversial 
camp known as"NW 82” to join some 1,500 
other such "land people," he said. 

The “drastic measures” would hit refugees 
who had been sheltered for more than six 
months at processing centers in Panasnikom 
and Phaya Kamput, in southeast and eastern 


Thailand. The disclosure came after a 
meeting attended by ambassadorsand senior 
diplomats representing the United States, 
Canada, Britain, France. West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, Australia, Japan, officials of 
the United Narions High Commission for 
Refugees (UNHCR) and the Inter- 
governmental Committee for Migration 
(ICM). 

Squadron leader Prasong said the dip- 
lomats and international officials wcre"satis* 
fied" with his statements, and had expressed 
an understanding of Thailand's position and 
confidence in it. U.S. Ambassador John Gun- 
ther Dean, who attended the meeting and 
was heading back u> Washington, had said he 


would seek a solution to the problem, squad- 
ron leader Prasong said. 

He said there were currently a total of 
175,094 Indochinese in holding centers in 
Thailand with another 300,000 Cambodians 
massed at the Thai- Cambodian border. Thai- 
land was sheltering refugees out of 
humanitarian concern and on the understan- 
ding that the international community would 
help shoulder the "burden." he said. 

But third countries had increasingly nar- 
rowed their conditions for resettlement resul- 
ting in a drastic drop in offtake. Only 24,123 
refugees had been accepted for resettlement 
during the first eight months this year, against 
70.395 during the same period iast year, he 
said.

Viet troops accused of villagers massacre 


BANGKOK. Sept. 18 (AFP) — Cam- 
bodia’S Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge guer- 
rillas Saturday accused Vietnamese troops of 
massacring villagers in southeast Cambodia 
early last month. 

More than 100 civilians were hacked to 
death with knives by Vietnamese soldiers and 
their bodies thrown into a mass grave, the 
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Khmer Rouge clandestine radio monitored 
here said. "Hie "very barbaric execution" 
took place in Prey Veng Province, some 50 
kilometers cast of the capital Phnom Penh on 
Aug. 6. the radio said. Vietnamese troops in 
Cambodia back the Phnom Penh govern- 
ment. 

The report gave no further details except 
that the 1 00-plus villagers had been rounded 
up by Vietnamese troops and the massacre 
had been witnessed by villagers living in the 
area. The broadcast did not indicate whether 
those allegedly murdered were men. women 
or children, or what crimes they were sup- 

IAEA urges 
political will 
to check arms 

VIENNA. Sept. 18 (R) — The interna- 
tional system to control the spread of nuclear 
weapons would not work unless there was 
more effective international political acdon 
to back it up. a top IAEA official has said. 

Dr. Hans Gruemm. head of safeguards in 
the Vienna-based IAEA (International 
Atomic Energy Agency), said despite the 
1968 Non-Proliferation Treaty, the number 
of nuclear warheads in the world had 
increased from 5.000 in 1968 to about 
16.000 in 1981. 

About 20 to 30 states probably had the 
technical capability of exploding a nuclear 
derice, he told leading scientists at a nuclear 
power conference organized by the agency. 
Gruemm said the agency s role of detecting 
the diversion of nuclear materials for military 
purposes was a very limited deterrent. 
“Deterrence has to be provided by predict- 
able. quick and effective international politi- 
cal reaction when the IAEA blows the whis- 
tle," he said. 

He added that governments should feel 
serious concern that four countries . were 
"Operating or building nod-safeguarded nuc- 
lear' facilities capable of producing large 
stockpiles of weapons-grade material. 

The countries were not identified in line 
with IAEA policy, but officials named them 
as Israel. South Africa, India and Pakistan. 
AH four have refused to sign the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty or submit all their nuc- 
lear facilities to full IAEA safeguards. 

Dr. Gruemm also criticized what he called 
muted international reaction to the 1981 
IAEA report stating that it had been unable 
to adequately safeguard two nuclear power 
reactors. An IAEA spokesman said agree- 
ment had been reached in principle to inspect 
an Indian reactor, but negotiations over 
safeguards were still continuing with Pakis- 
tan.

In another development pro-and anti- 
Vietnamese Cambodians are gearing up for a 
different battle in New York — wbat has 
become an annual struggle for control of the 
country's seat at the United Nations, still held 
by the Khmer Rouge government that was 
ousted in 1 979. 

The various Cambodian resistance groups 
fighting the 1 50.000 to 200.000 Vietnamese 
soldiers in their country are based in western 
Cambodia. 

Earlier this month. Hanot denied it was 
reinforcing troops in this region but Western 
analysts have expressed little doubt about the 
Thai authorities' assertions. 

Bangkok has said that Thai border forces 
have already intervened when clashes bet- 
ween Vietnamese and Cambodian troops 
loyal to the Phnom Penh regime and the 
Cambodian resistance fighters have spilled 
over into Thai territory. 

Symposium to discuss 
chemical warfare effect 

NAIROBI, Sept. 18 (AFP) - A major 
international symposium will be held in 
Hanoi, Vietnam, in January next year to dis- 
cuss the effects of chemical warfare on the 
environment. United Nations Environment 
Program ( UNEP) sources have said. 

► The Nairobi-based organization said - &e 
symposium, to be attended by 38 experts 
from nine countries, and chaired by Professor 
Arthur Westing of the School of Natural Sci- 
ence in Massachussets, United States, will 
study the long-term ecological and 
physiological consequences of the massive 
usage of herbicides during wars. 

The UNEP sources also said the sym- 
posium will study a report on the repercus- 
sions of defoliation by Americans during the 
Vietnam war and the reported usage of 
chemicals by occupying Russian forces in 
Afghanistan. 

The symposium would recommend more 
detailed research in this area and the 
improved dissemination of international sci- 
entific information, the sources said. 


NEW DELHI^epi. 18I.AFP) — Srilankan 
President Junius Jayawardene has every 
chance of being re-elected in the presidential 
ballot scheduled for Oct. 20, as the five 
opposition parties have been unable to agree 
on a common candidate. 

The election commission Friday published 
the names of candidates seeking the country's 
top job. Jayawardene represents the ruling 
United National Party (UNP), which holds 
140 of the 168 parliamentary seats. 

Former Agriculture Minister Hector Kob- 
bekaduwa will stand for the Sri Lanka 
Freedom Party (SLFP), the most influential 
of the opposition parties. Its leader is former 
Prime Minister Sirimavo Bandaranaike, who 
was stripped of her civic rights by parliament 
for "abuse of power.” She may not stand for 
the presidency nor rake pan in the electoral 
campaign. In the last legislative elections in 
1977, the SLFP won 29.9 percent of the 
votes, against 50.92 percent for the UNP. 

The Trotskyist Lanka Sama Samaj Party 
(LSSP), which has no member of parliament, 
is putting up Colvin da Silva, an influential 
Colombo intellectual as its candidate. 

The Tamil minority will be represented by 
Kumar Ponnambalam — but his Tamil Con- 
gress Party (TCP) itself represents only a 


fraction of the three million Tamils in Sri 
Lanka. 

They are divided between those who 
advocate armed str uggl e to_win an indepen- 
dent Tamil state in the north of the island and 
those who urge a boycott of the presidential 
elections: the Tamil United Liberation Front 
(TULF) is refusing to put up a candidate in a 
political system from which it wants to split. 
Neither is the Communist Party, which 
accuses Jayawardene of trying to institute a 
presidential system of government. 

Tamils make up 6.75 percent of the electo- 
rate, which in 1977 numbered 6,243,173. 
But more than IV2 million people will be 
voting for the first time on Oct. 20 and the 
way they use their votes could tilt the balance 
one way or the other. 

Two small independent parties make up 
the list: Rohana Wijeeweera stands for the 
Janata Vimmukthi Peramuna (JVP) and 
Vasudava Nanatakkara for the Lanka Sama 
Samaj Party (LSSP). 

The presidential election will be by univer- 
sal suffrage for the first time: Previously the 
head of state was elected by the majority 
party. Legislative elections may follow the 
presidential elections, possibly Nov. 19. 


Family seeks Hess’ release 


WEST BERLIN. Sept. IS (R) — The fam- 
ily of former Nazi leader Rudolf Hess has 
appealed to his British. French. American 
and Soviet jailers in West Berlin for his 
release as soon as possible on humanitarian 
grounds. 

Hess. 88. the last remaining prisoner in the 
massive Spandau war crimes prison, was 
removed three days ago to the British milit- 
ary hospital in West Berlin after developing 
pleurisy. 

A press statement issued Friday by his son. 
Stuttgart architect Wolf- Rued iger Hess, said 
the family had grave grounds for concern 
about his father's health and had calledonthe 
West German government to support the 
plea for his release. 

Previous attempts to have Hess released 
have foundered on Soviet vetoes. Moscow 
maintains that he must die in captivity and 
that his release would be tantamount to an 
amnesty for fascism. 

"The continued imprisonment of Rudolf 
Hess and the entire treatment of his family in 
this affair is an example of human brutality 
and horror scarcely equalled anywhere in the 
world.” the Hess family statement said. 


The statement said the Hess famiiy held all 
four powers responsible and" not just the one 
cast as the black sheep by the others”. Hess' 
sister, ' Margarete Rauch was allowed to visit 
her brother Thursday in hospital and the fam- 
ily described his condition as “extremely 
wonying’'. They said a British doctor's 
statement that he was responding well to 
treatment was “deceptive".

Wolf-Ruediger Hess, speaking to repor- 
ters here Thursday, said the Western allies 
should ask themselves the question how 
much attention the Soviet Union would pay 
to their demands if Hess were imprisoned in 
East Berlin.

LONDON. Sept. IS (AFP) — Tanker 
rates slipped back after their recent three- 
year highs for voyages out of the Gulf area 
this week as ship-owners became more wil- 
ling to trade in war-zone areas surrounding 
Iran's Kharg Island.

Brown backed down and ordered the 
spraying, along with tbe use of traps and cut- 
ting down of infested fruit. 


Decks cleared for coffee pact 


LONDON. Sept. 18 (R) — An accord 
between world coffee producers setting 
export quotas for the next two years appears 
to have opened the way for an agreement 
with consumers on a new international cofr- 
fee pact. 

Consumer members of tbe International 
Coffee Organization (ICO), meeting here, 
were not expected to oppose tbe proposals 
and as a result delegates said a new inter- 
- national coffee agreement should be 
approved by the new deadline of next Wed- 
- , nesdrty, 22. 

; - The new pacL to come into force in Octo- 
ber 1985, and covering consumers and pro- 
. ducers, would replace one agreed in 1975 
with the aim of stabilizing coffee prices. 

The ICO council, the organization’s 
; governing body, postponed Friday night's 
original deadline for an accord by stopping 
the clock at midnight on Sept 16 which 
means the council will be considered to be in 
- continuous session until Sept. 22. 

Coffee now sell at around 120 cents per 
• ' pound (455 grams), which is well below its 
• ' peak of over S3 seen in 1977. With no pros- 
pect of au improvement in the recession-hit 
. market, there was ^ danger that no 


agreement would be reached. 

Under the agreement covering the crop 
years 1982-83 and 1983-84 reached Friday 
night by a majority of producers, Brazil will 
boost its share of overall exports to 30.83 
percent, while Colombia's share win slip to 
16.28 percent.

Although a final agreement on a new cof- 
fee pact seems no longer in doubt, some con- 
sumers are pushing for more flexibility in the 
system to allow continued supplies of higher 
quality coffees at times when they are in

A novel way 
to ensure 
client pays 

SINGAPORE, Sept. 18 (AFP) — Some 
computer software dealers here are fitting 
“time bombs 1 ' to block programs in tbe event 
of non-payment ot theft, the Business Times 
reported here Saturday. 

When a software package is installed in a 
clients computer, a timing device is set off 
which, after a prescribed period, activates 
instructions to freeze all programs in tbe 
computer system. 

“This is mainly to protect us from non- 
payment,'' the regional manager of a com- 
puter company told tbe paper. “ Some clients 
tend to delay payment by up to a year or try to 
get out of paying altogether," be said. "The 
‘bombs’ are actually only a measure to pro- 
tect our interests.'' 

Once a customer pays, the bomb is simply 
deactivated — often without the client ever 
knowing it existed. 

Manila denies 
debts total $5.

MANILA, Sept. 1 8 (AFP) — Philippines 
Central Bank governor Jaime Laya has 
denied reports published abroad that the 
Philippines’ maturing foreign debts this year 
total $5-8 billion. 

Tbe figure was overstated by at least $2 
billion, he said Friday night. The figures pub- 
lished abroad apparently included the bor- 
rowings abroad of offshore b anking units 
(OBU’s) in the Philippines, while other fig- 
ures included what seemed to be normal six 
to 12 months trade revolving credits, he said. 

The Philippines’ annual foreign borrowing 
ceiling remained pegged by law to 20 percent 
of the previous year’s foreign exchange earn- 
ings, he added.

Focus on whys & wherefores of mart rally 


NEW YORK, Sept 1 8 (AP) - Now that 
the commotion has died down, WaU Street 
analysts axe trying to sort out the whys and 
wherefores of tbe stock market 1 s powerful, 
late-summer rally. 

In the words of Richard Yashewski and 
O. Bartel at the firm of Butcher and Singer 
Inc., the primary question in the debate so 
for is whether foe rally was “hysterical or 
historical." 

The “hysterical" case portrays it as an 
aberrant phenomenon, an unjustified out- 
burst that could quickly be reversed. 

The “historicaT side, by contrast views it 
as an important turning point, perhaps even 
the end of more than a decade of malaise in 
foe market. 

Whichever side they come down on. most 
market-watchers agree that the explosion 
of market activity was produced by a com- 
bustible mixture of new hopes and fears. 

“Was it optimism that compelled inves- 
tors to buy stocks as if there was no tomor- 
row?" said Heinz H. Biel, analyst at Janney 
Montgomery Scott Inc. "or was it a deep- 
seated fear that the world’ s banking system 
was on the brink of breakdown?" 

It was apparent. Bell noted, that some 
investors were bidding up the prices of 
^stocks like International Business 


Machines, General Electric and Eastman 
Kodak because such blue-chip companies 
were “believed to be able to survive any 
adversity that may come their way." 

“It’s a bull market all right," he con- 
cluded, “but its basis is fear, plain stark 
fear” 

Other observers took a more conven- 
tional view — that, however emotional foe 
rally might seem, foe market was once 
against serving its traditional function as a ■ 
“leading indicator” of trends in foe 
economy.

KUALA LUMPUR, Sept. 18 (AFP) — 
The buffer stock manager of the Inter- 
national Tin Council (ITC), Pieter de 
Koning, says that “severe” export restric- 
tions are necessary to help support the price 
of tin. 

In a telephone interview with the Business 
Times be said that he regarded the current 
export quotas imposed by the ITC as the 
minimum. 

The ITC imposed exports cuts of 35.55 
percent on member countries for the 13- 
week period from July to September. This is 
tbe second consecutive quarter of export con- 
trols introduced by tbe council to defend tbe 
floor of tbe buffer stock price range. 

De Koning added that severe export cuts 
were needed as the consumption of tin was 
very low as reflected in the recent demand for 
the metal. “It is much lower than production 
at tbe moment," be added. 

He pointed out that there was a surplus of 
75,000 to 80,000 tons on the market. This 
does not take into account the buffer stock of 
about 39,000 tons under the sixth Inter- 
national Tin Agreement (1TA) and another 
21,7 19 tons held over from the fifth. 

Under the agreement, the holdings from 
the fifth ITA are to be liquidated over a 
period of two years. But under tbe present 
circumstances, de Koning said, it was not pos- 
sible to envisage any liquidation because of 
tbe low price as well as tbe large surplus. 

The market has to be stabilized before 
liquidation of the carryover can begin or else 


it win depress the market and the price may 
fall steeply. Commenting on tbe drop in tbe 
tin price on the Penang market and the Lon- 
don Metal Exchange (LME) in recent days, 
de Koning said it is "only a technical reac- 
tion." 

This, be said, was in part to the fact that the 
price of the metal on the LME had risen quite 
steeply from 6,1 95 pounds a ton on July 2 7 to 
7,645 pounds a ton on Sept. 7, representing a 
gain of 1,450 pounds a ton m just over a 
month. 

The current fall was as such a “technical 
adjustment to this steep rise." The turnover, 
which was expected to fen as a result of tbe 
export controls, bad not done so to the extent 
expected, and this affected the price.

L. America’s food outlook dim 


MANAGUA. Nicaragua, Sept. 18 (R) — 
Afive-day Larin American conference on 
agricultural production has ended here 
expressing doubts about the region’s ability 
to feed itself. 

The conference, sponsored by the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organization (KAO), 
ended. late Iasi week after examining various 
ways to increase the food output of Latin 
America and the Caribbean, where UJN. 
officials estimate one person in seven is 
severely malnourished. 

Many of the 250 delegates from 30 coun- 
tries said the region’s problems could best be 
solved by the creation of a new economic 
order to ensure fairer distribution of wealth 
between the developed and developing coun- 
tries. - 

Leftist-run Nicaragua, the host nation, and 
Communist Cuba led attacks ‘against what 
they caUed the exploitation of poor countries 
by the developed world. 

They contrasted the low prices received by 
the Third World for such commodities as 
sugar, coffee and copper with what they said 
were increased price levels in the markets of 
rich nations. Best farmland was being used 
for the production of ‘cash* crops whose 
world prices were slumping, leaving the 
grower nations short of money for imports of 
medicine, machines and spare parts. 
Nicaragua said. 

Nicaragua's revolutionary government 
leader. Daniel Onega, told tbe conference 
that 1 5 million children die of malnutrition 
every year in Third World countries, where 
foreign investors can make profits of 52.40 
for every dollar investe d.

Nicaragua also accused the industrial 
nations of deliberately holding back agricul- 
tural development credits in order to keep 
the region dependent on food imports. 

Food imports to Latin America and the 
Caribbean between 1979 and 1980 rose by 
27 percent to more than $10 billion a year. 
Mexican Agriculture Minister Francisco 
Merino said. 

To step out of this agricultraJ and economic 
stagnation, the conference recommended 
that governments should raise farm output by 
encouraging peasants to farm underused 
land. 

The conference adopted a Mexican and 
Nicaraguan proposal to create a regional 
center for agrarian reform in Ecuador. 


Agarian reform was seen as a key to increas- 
ing peasant output in Latin America, where 
large landowners often maintain feudal con- 
trol over their property and those who work 
it. 

The conference, which is held every two 
years, also decided to study further a 
Nicaraguan and Colombian proposal to cre- 
ate a multilateral ‘food funtf from which 
Latin American countries, many of them 
squeezed by foreign exchange shortages, 
could borrow food to sell either domestically 
or abroad. 

The revenues from the sales would then be 
reinvested in agriculture development pro- 
jects to boost food production. Eventually 
the loans could be paid back in kind. 


U.K. unions debate strike 


LONDON, Sept. 18, (R) — At commit- 
tees. councils and branches throughout the 
country, Britain's 11 million trade union 
members are deciding whether to work, go on 
strike or demonstrate next Wednesday in a 
bitter dispute over pay for hospital workers. 

Some unions are militant and some 
hesitant, but it appears certain there will be 
substantial erratic disruption of the nation's 
normal life. 

Railways are expected to run. Air traffic, 
and ferries and some buses will probably hall 
for part of the day. 

Few if any newspapers are likely to publish. 
Tbe commercial tele vision oe twork will 
probably broadcast. The state- run British 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) may dose 


in the peak evening hours. Most coal mines 
will close. But not all. 

Union leaders in Scotland are forecasting a 
virtual general strike in their main industrial 
areas, but many factories in England will 
probably see little effect. The 600,000 
National Health Service workers, for whom 
the national ‘day of action' has been called, 
plan to mount large protest marches and to 
disrupt the country's state-run hospitals with 
partial walkouts. 

As they prepare for the day of protest, 
some groups, like miners and print workers, 
have raised the stakes, calling for all-day 
strikes. Others have found reasons for mod- 
eration. Railwaymen decided to run the 
trains so that other workers would be able to 
travel to rallies and picket lines.

Pym defends 
trade with 
Soviet Union 

LONDON. Sept. 1 8 ( AP) — British Fore- 
ign Secretary Frands Pym. carefully avoiding 
direct reference to the Soviet gas pipeline, 
has defended this country's readiness to trade 
with Moscow "within the limits of commer- 
cial and political prudence." 

In a speech to the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs in London on Friday he ack- 
nowledged that the West faced ‘‘difficult 
questions" about their economic relations 
with the Soviet Union. 

Earlier this month, the United States imposed 
sanctions on French. British and Italian firms 
supplying equipment for the Siberian 
pipeline. British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher was reported to be enraged at the 
action against John Brown Engineering Ltd. 
which has a contract to provide 2 1 turbines to 
the Soviets. 

Pym said Britain "should be willing within 
the limits of commercial and political pru- 
dence to trade with the Soviet Union, where- 
ver such trade benefits us as much as it does 
the Russians." 

Turning to ihe European Common Market. 
Pym said the unpopularity of Britain’s mem- 
bership in some political quarters — with- 
drawal from the community is official opposi- 
tion Labor Party policy — was “regrettable 
and dangerous." “If allowed to persist inde- 
finitely. it could gravely affect our ability to 
contribute to what remains the most imagina- 
tive development in post-war Europe.*’ Pym 
said. 


Tin, nickel prices nosedive as gold rallies 


LONDON. Sept. 18 (AFP) — There were 
still ripples of uncertainty running through 
tbe commodity markets here this week fol- 
lowing recent sharp movements. 

The sharpening of tension in the Middle 
East, with Israeli troops seizing key positions 
in Beirut following the assassination of 
Lebanon's president-elect, brought a harder 
lone to precious metals. 

There were also new “life-of-comracf* 
highs in gas-oil. Base- metals had no set pat- 
tern but prices recovered from mid-week 
lows. 

Nickel remained a weak feature, touching 
its lowest since the market opened in 19 79. 
Tin dropped to its lowest for over a month 
despite reported buffer stock buying. 

In contrast, coffee and cocoa moved up to 
their highest for six months, although sugar 
fell to new four-year lows. 

jRubber remained a dull sector, while cot- 
ton extended recent softness despite the fire- 
losses sustained at a warehouse at tbe French 
port of Le Havre earlier this month. 

-Gold: Irregular. Fluctuations continued in 
unison with overseas markets, although con- 
ditions were generally quieter than they were 
.last week. Early losses stemmed from the rise 


in the U.S. dollar and higher Eurodollar 
rates. 

When this trend was reversed on the fore- 
ign exchange market, the yellow metal price 
rallied. 

Copper: Irregular. Early falls developed 
after the unexpected 675-ton rise in stocks to 
144.125 tons. But then prices recovered with 
gold and tbe New York market. 

News that the United States producer 
Asarco a had cut its selling price by 1 .5 cents 
to 6 8.5 cemsdb was countered by Noranda’s 
announcement that it planned to close its 
British Columbia bell mine “indefinitely’* 
because of low prices. 

Tin: Easier. A growing feeling in the mar- 
ket that the tin council's buffer stock manager 
is no longer able to control prices tended to 
undermine confidence, and prices dropped to 
their lowest for over four weeks. 

Lead: Barely Steady. Early steadiness 
gradually evaporated, although the sharp 
1,000-ton increase in stocks to a record 
122,700 tons had been expected. A cut in 
U.S. producer prices kept sentiment depre- 
ssed. 

Zinc: Steadier. Canada's Cominco raised- 
its selling price outside North America by 


$50 to S850 ton. Other Canadian and 
Australian producers followed suit, but West 
German smelters maintained that the time 
was nol ripe for such an increase. 

Silver: Irregular. Price fluctuations closely 
followed those of gold and New York in 
busier-than- usual conditions. Stocks rose by 
80.0UU ounces to a record 37,750.000 oun- 
ces. 

Aluminium: Irregular;. Prices moved up 
and out of the recent close trading range in 
active trading before interest dried up. Mar- 
ket stocks resumed their rise with an increase 
of 1.425 tons to 216,450 tons.

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Facing massive debts 

Sierra Leone near c 


LONDON. Sept. 18 (ONS) — In 
Freetown, capital of Sierra Leone, the signs 
are visible everywhere of a desperate foreign 
exchange shortage. Petrol queues a mile long 
have followed the shutdown of local 
refineries and failures to pay off massive 
debts for oil imports to British Petroleum. 

But while his fellow citizens have less and 
less mobility. Sierra Leone's elderly presi- 
dent. Dr. Siaka Stevens is showing a never- 
greater fondness for globe-trotting. 

He went back to Freetown late last month, 
after a tour of Britain. Spain and North 
Africa for his 77th birthday celebrations. 
Widespread hopes that Stevens would take 
the chance to announce his retirement 
proved in vain. 

With mounting unrest in picturesque 
Freetown over the shortages of fuel and other 
necessities, this might seem an unwise tune 
for Stevens to be planning further jaunts 
abroad. But he will be back in Europe shortly 
and is talking of a long trip to East Africa 
after that. 

The assumption is that Stevens wants to see 

what happens as he gradually relaxes his hold 
on the reins. A proud man. regarding himself 
as one of the fathers of African nationalism, 
he would not wish to see his country erupt 
into a bloody power struggle when he quits. 


Yet there is no dear successor in sight. The 
most respected politician in Sierra Leone 
these days is the newly appointed finance 
minister. Salia Jusu-Sheriff. In a land where 
fraud is a mainline addiction at ail social 
levels, chartered accountant Sheriff is one of 
the few leaders with a clean record. 

He is, moreover, too embattled in his pres- 
ent task to engage in jockeying for power. In 
the budget he presented two months ago, 
expenditure was forecast as $430 million and 
tbe deficit as $200 million. 

Sheriff warned then of an imminent finan- 
cial collapse unless ’we go back to the draw- 
ing board... and come back with a more 
realistic set of estimates’.

Cram, who won the 1,500 meters gold 
medal in Athens, broke his own British all- 
comers record in the 1,000 meters by running 
in 2 minutes, 15.12 seconds.

Feraer, shock conqueror of Sebastian Coe in 
the 800 meters in Athens. But the West 
German could never repeat the surprise in 
the 1.000.

Kathy Smallwood, silver medallist in the

Zapata gains close verdict 


SEOUL, SepL 18 (AP) — Panamanian 
Hilario Zapata retained his World Boxing 
Council light flyweight title Saturday with a 
split decision over South Korean challenger 
Chang Jung-ku. 

There were no knockdowns in the lacklus- 
ter 15-round bout before 7,000 fans who 
packed the Chonju Gymnasium. Zapata and 
Chang weighed in 48.9 kilograms (108 
pounds) each, a little under the weight limit. 

This was Zapata's first defense of the 
crown he won from Japan's Tadashi Tomori 
on July 20. Zapata also had previously held 
the title. 


Anthony Castellano of the United States, 
one of the three judges, scored the fight 
144-142 and Panamanian judge Harmodio 
Cedem carded it 148-144 in favor of Zapata. 
Korean judge Kim Jae-kun scored it 148-1 44 
in favor of Chang. American referee Davey 
Pearl only officiated the fight without scoring 
the fight under the WBC rule. 

The Korean challenger fought almost even 
in the early rounds by closing in but the taller 


Zapata, utilizing his longer reach advantage, 
effectively held off Chang by the middle 
Founds. 

The challenger constantly attempted to 
connect with body blows but the experienced 
champ skillfully combined low ducking and 
cfinching tactics to dampen the Korean's 
attack. The challenger managed to land a 
only few effective hits. 

The Panamanian champ appeared to out- 
score Chang in the closing rounds when he 
connected with several effective straights and 
upperuts to the jaw. 

Another South Korean. Chung Il-choi will 
face Mexico's Rafael Union in Los Angeles. 
Saturday in a Super Featherweight title bout. 

Meanwhile. Argentine Santos Laciar will 
defend his World Boxing Association 
flyweight title against Copenhagen-based 
Steve Muchoki of Kenya in the Danish capi- 
tal on Nov. 5. promoter Tito Lectoure said 
Friday- Muchoki. light flyweight gold medal- 
list at the 1 978 World Amateur Champion- 
ships in Belgrade, is the WBA's sixth-ranked 
contender.

He 
was obviously checking his strokes after that, 
though he showed his aggressive streak, hit- 
ting de Mel to the boundary three times in 
one over. 

He was ably supponea/fbr the first wicket 
by .Arun Lai. who on Ins Test debut hit a 
creditable 67 in 170 minutes, including eight 
.boundaries, before he was bowled by a ball 
from Asantha de Mel, which kept: sur- 
prisingly low. 

His place was filled by Dilip Vengsarkar, 
who seemed content to take a back seat as 
Gavaskar carried rhe innings along, and 
finished the day still at the crease on 39. 

Earlier, Kapil Dev finished off the Sri Lan- 
kan innings after 40 minutes play in the mor- 
ning. Resuming at 31 1 for eight, Sri Lanka 
added another 35 runs till Kapil Dev struck 
with two quick wickets. He trapped Rat- 
nanayke Ibw for 23, and shortly afterward 
had Ajit de Silva caught by Viswanath with- 
out scoring. He finished with three wickets.

Meanwhile, the second three-day match 


between the touring Australian team and a 
Pakistan Cricket Control Board (BCCP) XI 
ended in a draw in Multan Saturday.

WASHINGTON, Sept. I8(AP) - Philip- 
pines President Ferdinand Marcos, reacting 
sharply to charges his government engages in 
political repression, said "it is not fair to 
accuse the Philippines of violations of human 
rights when there has been no violation." 

In an hour-long appearance Friday at the 
National Press Club, Marcos offered an 
emotional defense of his 17-year rule, pic- 


Love overcomes 
Chinese barrier 


N A RITA. Japan. Sept. 18 (AFP) — 
The grandson of a popular Chinese writer 
and a woman from Taiwan left here 
Saturday for a "love exile” in Hong Kong 
after mailing petitions to the opposing 
governments of Peking and Taipei for 
fheir marriage. 

Zhou Lingfei. 29. and Chang Chun- 
hua. 25. said the letters were addressed to 
Chinese Premier Zhao Ziayang and 
Nationalist Chinese President Chiang 
I Ching-kuo. The two told reporters they 
' would stay in Hong Kong to wait for the 
two governments’ approval for their life in 
either mainland China or Taiwan. 

Zhou, grandson of the late Chinese wri- 
ter Lu Xun. and Miss Chang became 
acquainted two years ago while studying in 
Japan. In a statement read at the airport, 
they said they would maintain their love at 
any cost although their marriage faced 
many political difficulties. They had also 
sent letters to their parents about their 
intentions. 

“We are both Chinese. We win over- 
come any difficulty. We firmly believe our 
marriage will be approved,” they said. 
Zhou came to Japan in 1 980. and studied 
Japanese at a Tokyo language school 
before starting to learn technology at a 
television company here. Miss Chang 
came to Japan in 1979 to learn Japanese at 
the same school. 


Two Chinese returned 

PEKING. Sept. 18 (AP) - The Foreign 
Ministry said Saturday that two Chinese 
engineers lost their way while hunting last, 
month and crossed the Indian border but 
were returned by Indian authorities. 

A ministry spokesman had no direct com- 
ment on an Indian newspaper report that a 
Chinese engineer identified as Cheng Yen 
crossed into India Sept. 2 and was seeking 
political asylum. 

The Chinese statement said oniy: “One 
month ago two Chinese assistant engineers 
lost their way while they were out hunting. 
They were sent back by India." 


turing himself as an honest, progressive, 
devoted democrat with no interest in per- 
petuating dynastic rule in bis homeland. 

With a mixture of wit, indignation and 
political savvy developed during his long 
tenure, Marcos turned aside a series of hostOe 
questions on his human rights record, his 
economic policies, his health and the role of 
his controversial -wife, Iraelda.. 

Asked about rumors his health is failing, 
Marcos quipped: "does anybody want to try 
me in the ring?” At another point, Marcos 
was asked about allegations by Amnesty 
International of widespread repression in the 
Philippines following the lifting of martial law 
20 months ago. 

He said the human rights group has relied 
on hearsay evidence because it never sent 
investigators to the Philippines. He said 
Amnesty International once held the Philip- 
pines government responsible for the disap- 
pearance of a priest. As it turned out, Marcos 
said, the priest had disappeared of his own 
free will after "running off with somebody 
who claimed to be a nun.” 

Marcos, who is here on a state visit, addres- 
sed the press club luncheon after meeting 
with the House and Senate foreign relations 
committees. Addressing the House commit- 
tee. Marcos insisted human rights in the 
Philippines have been enhanced because his 
government had eliminated "leftist anar- 
chy." 

More than 200 uniformed police officers 
were deployed around the Capitol and the 
Rayburn House office building to provide 
tight security for Marcos' visit. Security was 
equally tight at the press club. 

A small group of chanting placard-carrying 
demonstrators protested peacefully against 
Marcos' rule. Police kept the demonstrators 
two blocks away from the press club site. 

The luncheon audience applauded fre- 
quently and Marcos kept bis poise as he 
responded to many of the allegations that 
have made him one of the most controversial 
allies of the United States. 

To charges that many of his top aides have 
enricbed themselves in government service, 
Marcos said, ” if any public official engages in 
corruption, he will land in jail.” He said the 
same fate awaits any security officer who 
commits human rights violations. 

Marcos maintained that he and his family 
have tried to shield themselves from charges 
of corruption by placing their holdings in a 
.blind trust 

He also disputed allegations he is laying the 
groundwork for Mrs. Marcos to succeed him 
once be dies or steps down.

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Grace accorded princely farewell 


MONTE CARLO. SepL 18, (R) — 
Monaco's royal family, visibly grief- 
stricken. led dignitaries, subjects and 
friends Saturday in paying their last respects 
to Princess Grace, the former Hollywood 
star who died Tuesday after a car crash. 

On a hot and hazy Riviera morning, the 
tiny principality’s Roman Catholic arc- 
hbishop celebrated a solemn ma« in the 
hilltop cathedral where 26 years ago the 
princess, then Grace Kelly, abandoned 
stardom to marry the dashing Prince 
Rainier. 

Among the 800-strong congregation 
were U.S. first lady Nancy Reagan, leading 
American mourners for the Phfladelphia- 
bom Grace Kelly. Princess Diana, Princess 
of Wales, representing Britain’s Queen 
Elizabeth, and Cary Grant, a friend from 
Hollywood days. 

Nearest the coffin, which was draped in 
the red-and-white colors of the royal 
Grimaldi family, were Rainier, stooped and 
ashen-faced, flanked by his elder daughter. 
Caroline, and his son and heir, albert. 

The prince's bearing appeared to confirm 
rumors in Monaco that he was shattered by 
his 52 -year-old wife’ s death. As he en tered 


and left the church be had to lean on his 
children's arms and during the mass he sat 
slumped in his chair. 

Princess Grace died Tuesday evening in 
the Monaco hospital that carries her name. 
The previous day her car had careered off a 
switch-back mountain road near Monte 
Carlo and tumbled downhill into a garden. 

Her youngest daughter. 17-year-old 
Princess Stephanie, was the only passenger 
and is recovering in hospital from a cracked 
vertebra. Controversy still surrounds the 
cause of the accident. Doctors who treated 
the princess said she suffered a stroke at the 
wheel but the palace officially blamed a 
brake failure and declined comment. 

Tbe palace has also refused to comment 
on the doctors' statement that she died after 
Prince Rainier. 59, agreed her life support 
systems should be turned off as surgeons 
had given up hope. 

Saturday morning, the normally bustling 
tourist town was hushed, with traffic 
restricted and tbe famous casinos and lux- 
ury shops closed. Hundreds of Monegas- 
ques. many dressed in black, gathered in the 
little cliff-top square before the cathedral to 
watch the cortege and the mourners arrive. 


Among the first to take his seat inside was 
Cary Grant, who starred opposite Grace 
Kelly in the 1955 film “to catch a thief.” It 
was while they were filming near Monte 
Carlo that she first met the prince who later 
became her husband. The official guests 
arrived shortly before the slow procession 
left the royal Grimaldi Palace, where Prin- 
cess Grace lay in state for three days. 

They included Danielle Mitterrand, wife 
of French President Francos Mitterrand. 
Queen Sophia of Spain, Irish President Pat- 
rick Hilleiy. ex-Queen Anne Marie of 
Greece and Prince Bernhardt of the Nether- 
lands. Mrs. Reagan, an old friend of tbe 
princess from their days as Hollywood 
actresses, was among the last to arrive. She 
followed the 2 1 -year-old Princess of Wales, 
wife of Prince Charles, the heir to the Brit- . 
ish throne. She was fulfilling her first solo 
engagement outside Britain. 

The coffin, carried by 12 black-cloaked 
monks, passed slowly through die streets of 
old Monaco below red-and-white flags 
draped in black. Behind walked Prince 
Rainier, supported by the tall, blond Prince 
Albert, 24, on his left and Princes Caroline,

Olof Palme tipped to regain power 


STOCKHOLM, SepL 1 8 (R) — Swedes, 
worried about their ailing economy, vole 
Sunday in general elections which hinge on 
the issues of unemployment defense and a 
Social Democrat plan to set up collectively 
owned funds to reinvest in industry. 

The opposition Social Democrats under 
former Prhne Minister Olof Palme are tipped 
to take power. But the latest opinion polls 
show die gap is narrowing between PaJme’s 
party and tbe non-Socialists and indicate the - 
election will be close. 

One poll gave the Social Democrats 45 
percent of the vote and the three non- 
Socialist parties 45.5 percent, suggesting 
Palme could form a government only if he 
secures Communist support. The Commun- 
ists. whose popularity had declined because 
of events in Poland, are very close to get the 
four percent of the vote required to enter 
parliament the polls show. 

The Social Democrats, who ruled Sweden 
for 44 years until 1 976. are fighting to make a 
comeback after six years of weak non- 
Sociatist coalitions. 

The present minority center-liberal coali- 
tion undeT centrist Thorbjoem Faelldin relies 
on the opposition conservatives for a major- 


ity of one in the 349-seat Riksdag (parlia- 
ment). As polling day approaches, economic 
concerns are uppermost in the minds of 
nearly all Swedes. The economy is struggling 
to support a comprehensive welfare state 
through the highest taxes in the world, large 
budget deficits and heavy foreign borrowing. 

Palme, poised to return at the head of 
Swedish government is considered the most 
striking of Sweden's politicians. Son -of a 
wealthy Stockholm family, he studied poli- 
tics. then traveled widely In America and the 
Orient, where the inequality and social injus- 
tice he witnessed steered him toward the 
social democracy that was to shape his career. 

As a brilliant professor then a sought-after 
technocrat, Palme helped shape Sweden's 
socialism along the lines of his own flexibility 
and doctrinal austerity. Prime minister from 
1969 to 1976. he moulded an image of a 
modern and generous Sweden, redirecting 
foreign policy toward a neutrality leaning 
heavily toward Third World assistance and 
disarmament 

But six years at the head of the country’s 
opposition have produced palpable changes 
in Olof Palme, and tbe man who expects to 
retake the reins Sunday is a politician tern- 


JAL told to check all DC-8s 


TOKYO, Sept 18 (R) - The Japanese 
transport minister today lold Japan Air Lines 
(JAL) to check all its DC-8 airliners after a 
JAL DC-8 overshot the runway during an 
emergency landing at Shanghai Airport Fri- 
day. Tbe New China News agency said 27 
persons were injured in the accident. 

Transport Minister Tokusaburo Kosaka 
issued the instruction when JAL President 
Yasumoto Takagi reported the accident to 
him, a JAL spokesman said. JAL has 24 
DC- 8s in its fleet of about 90 aircraft. 

The plane, with 113 passengers and 11 
crew, returned to Shanghai Airport when a 
warning light indicated a hydraulic system 
fault after taking off for Tokyo. The JAL 
spokesman quoted the pilot as reporting that 
the flaps used to reduce speed and the brakes 
did not work properly during the emergency 
landing and the aircraft rolled 200 meters 
beyond the end of the runway before stop- 
ping. 

Meanwhile, a JAL aircraft returned to 
Tokyo Saturday from China with 111 pas- 
sengers from the JALDC-Sthatovershot the 
runway during an emergency landing at 
Shanghai. 

Two passengers remained hospitalized, 
and the 11-member crew stayed behind to 
assist Japanese and Chinese authorities 
investigating the incident, they said. 

The rescue aircraft flew to Shanghai early 
Saturday with 57 JAL investigators and two 
transport ministry officials. Eleven inves- 
tigators returned with the passengers, 
officials said. 

In Peking, JAL officials said they had 


heard tour Japanese female passengers 
remained hospitalized with bruises and 
broken bones and that eight crew members, 
including the pilot and co-pilot, had returned 
to Japan on the flight. There was no 
immediate explanation for the discrepancy in 
the figures. 

In another development, a Japanese cap- 
tain, whose abnormal piloting was blamed for 
the crash of a JAL jet in Tokyo, was Friday 
exempted from criminal prosecution because 
he was found to have been acutely schizop- 
hrenic and mentally unsound at the time of 
the accident. 


The Tokyo public prosecutor's office 
decided 36-year-old Seiji Katagiri was non 
composed mentally when his DC- 8 jet 
plunged into Tokyo Bay, killing 24 persons 
and injuring 15 others on board, on its land- 
ing approach to Haneda Airport after a 
domestic flight on Feb. 9. 

Investigators reported that the pilot placed 
engines into reverse thrust prematurely, 
causing the sudden plunge, when he allegedly 
heard the words “die, die” and lost con- 
sciousness. 


Through psychiatric tests and further 
investigations by the authorities, it was found 
that the pilot had shown mental disturbances 
and abnormal behavior in recent years. At 
one time, he allegedly mentioned before his 
colleagues that Japan was destroyed by a 
Soviet neutron bomb. 

The authorities have also been inves- 
tigating whether the airline company is 
criminally responsible for the crash 


Thatcher inspects Japan technology 


TOKYO. Sept. 1 8 (AFP) — Visiting Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher Satur- 
day took a look at examples of advanced 
Japanese technology and inspected a nuclear 
power plant in Ibaraki prefecture near 
Tokyo. Escorted by her husband Denis and 
government officials. Mrs. Thatcher first flew 
to Tsukuba academic city in Ibaraki about 
100 kilometers northeast of Tokyo. 

The prime minister was cheered by resear- 
chers who waved small national flags of the 
two countries when she arrived at a state-run 
electrotechnical laboratory in the morning. 


At a robot exhibition hall. Mrs. Thatcher 
“shook hands” with a three-finger industrial 
robot, which is said to function just like a 
man's band. 


Floods damage heavy 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 18 (AP) — Monsoon 
floods have caused a colossal four billion 
rupees (S420 million) worth of damage to 
crops and property in Uttar Pradesh. India's 
most populous state, the United News of 
India reported. 

The news agency quoted official sources in 
Lucknow, the state capital, where the state 
government requested 3.8 billion rupees 
(S3 9 million) worth of assistance from the 
central government for relief work. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi made an 
aerial survey of the stricken areas of the huge 
state Saturday, her office announced. 


The chemist-turned politician fired a bat- 
tery of technical questions at the chief of the 
laboratory about a large computerized data 
processing system.

Mrs. Thatcher 
and her party also visited the British freighter 
Pacific Swan now berthed at the power com- 
plex pier in Tokai village and encouraged its 
crewmen. The vessel carries spent nuclear 
fuel from Tokai to Britain for reprocessing.

During six years at the head of Sweden's 
opposition, he has continued in a significant 
international role. His former opposition to 
the Vietnam War, his advocacy of Third 
World rights and disarmament and his 
fluency in English, German and French have 
made him a widely heard international voice.

A statement 
issued Friday by the Danish Embassy said the 
complaint was tbe' community’s sepond and 
was made after an unsatisfactory reply to the 
first note, sent in July, Denmark currently 
holds the community's presidency. . 

Diplomatic sources said the Soviet Union's 
reply to tbe initial complaint effectively told 
the West Europeans that the whole affeir was 
not their business. 
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
